Augusta, Ga., March 11.—President 
Taft pursued a little white golf ball 
around the eighteen-hole course of the 
Club here today and “*re- 
turned from the course with the 
broadest smile that has illuminated 
his face in many months. For htree 
hours the cares of state had been for- 
gotten in the absorption of the game— 
the first the president has had an op- 
portunity to play. since the closing 
week of the season at Beverly last Oc- 
tober. Mr. Taft has long felt the call 
of the links, but, through stress of 
weather and legislation at Washington, 
he had been prevented from taking a 
club in hand until today. 

The president had been in Augusta 
bu two hours when he put on his old 
gray golfing shirt and trousers and 
started for the linkg Despite th@ 
long lay-off, Mr. Taft’s game was in 
very good form.

J. Boardman, of Washington and

discussion at the meeting of the spe- 
cial committee of council appointed to 
consider a revision of the automobile 
ordinances which will be held in the 
cHy hall Monday afternoon at 8 
o'clock. 

“The number of automobile acci- 
dents of recent date is alarming,” de- 
clared Councilman Steve R. Johnston, 
chairman of the committee, in discuss- 
ing the situation. “I have called the 
meeting of this special committee for 


‘the purpose of revising the automobile 


ordinance, and to formulate some law 
which will relieve the situation and 
reduce the number of accidents result- 
ing from the reckless handling of au- 
tomobiles. 


Want an Effective Law. 


“It is imperative that we have an 
automobile law that will be of some 
effect, and one that shall be rigidly 
enforced by the police after it is en- 
acted.” 

In 1910 Councilman Johnson intro- 
duced @m ordinance in council requir- 
ing that all automobiles shall come to 
a full stop when approaching a street 
car that is stationary and shall not 
move on again until passengers have 
alighted or boarded and the street car 
is again in motion. 

Upon request of several persons in- 
terested in the enactment of the ordi- 
nance, Councilman Johnston consented 
to have it referred to a special com- 
mittee, of which he was named chair- 
man, this committee having been ap- 
pointed several weeks ago. 

To Work on New Ordinance. 

At the meeting Monday afternoon 
the committee will take up this ordl- 
nance and it is very probable that it 
will form the basis for an ordinance 
governing the operation of automo- 
biles on the streets of Atlanta that 
will be an ordinance in fact as well as 
in name. 

Councilman Johnston laid especial 
emphasis upon the necessity of enforc- 
ing such an ordinance after it is en- 
acted, and it is probable that when the 
revised ordinance submitted to 
council it will be accompanied by a 
recommendation that whatever steps

30 MEN BURIED 


BY AVALANCHE 


500,000 Tons of ‘Ore, 
Rock and Earth Slide. 


Here and There a Head or an 
Arm Protrudes From the De- 
bris---Many of the Victims 

Literally Torn to Shreds by 
the Avalanche. 


Virginia, Minn., March 11.—Five hun- 
dred thousand tons of iron ore, rock, 
earth, ice and snow tonight slid down 
upon and buried thirty track layers 
working in the Norman Open Pit mine. 
Only four escaped the avalanche, and 
three of these are in a hospital suffer- 
ing of injuries that may prove fatal. 

Ole Johnson, foreman of one of the 
three changes of men that were caught 
by, the vast mass, fs the only one whose 
injuries are not critical. 

Some Crushed Heads Protrude. 

The place that was an open pit is 
now almost a plain of rock, ore and 
earth, with here and there parts of a 
body in sight. A few crushed heads 
protrude from the mass.’ 4rms and 
legs could be seen at varying angles 
as the great lantern of the steam 
shovels swung over the half-filled pit. 

An army of men with shovels worked 
desperately to recover the bodies. The 
work was tedious and difficult. Women 
and children ran screaming to the pit, 
and some fell in while looking eagerly 
for lost friends. 

Many Ground to Shredasa. 

It will be days before all the bodies 
can be recovered, and all the parts, of 
several may never be assembled. The 
mass of rock and earth ground many 
of them into shreds. The only four 
men near the outer edge hada chance 
to run ag the landslide swept into the 
hole. So far as can be ascertained, all 
the men caught in the slide were Finns 
and Austrians. Many left large fami- 
lies. Paul Paulson, whose wife died a 
month ago, left seven children orphans. 
The little ones formed a group at the 
edge of the pit tonight.

RUSSIA NOT PLEASED 
| WITH CHINK’S REPLY 


Negotiations Between the Two 
Powers Take an Unfa- 
vorable Turn. 


St. Petersburg, Mareh 11.—The Rus- 
so-Chinese negotiations have again 
taken an unfavorable turn. China’s 
second reply to the Russian demand 
for a closer adherence to the provisions 
of the treaty of 1881 indicates an it- 
titude in regard to Russian consular 
and commercial privileges in Tli and 
Mongolia that is unsatisfactory to this 
government. 

China contends that the opening of 
Russian consulates is conditional upon 
the introduction of custom duties. 
Russia takes a view directly opposed 
to that and demands that China aban- 
ooh her monopoly of the tea trade in 
Mongolia, basing the demand on the 
Chimese-Amefrican treaty of 1844, in 
whicn monopolies are interdicted. The 
present prohibition against tussian 
merchants dealing In tea is enormous 
fecause tea serves. as currency in 
Meneolia.

President of Mexico Announces 
That Beginning This Week 
No Mercy Will Be Shown, 


WAR OF EXTERMINATION 
ORDERED BY PRESIDENT 


Practical Martial Law Pro- 
claimed and Beginning Mon- 
day Rebels Are to Be Shot as 
Soon as Captured-—-Once Be- 
fore Diaz Put Down Ineurrec- 
tion by Showing No Quarter. 


Mexico City, March 11.—Thoroughiy 
aroused by the spread of brigandage 
and vandalism incident to the revolu- 
tion led by Francisco I Madero, and 
dttermined to protect property, the 
Diaz government this week will begin 
to wage against the lawless element 
a pitiless war of extermination. 

Resurrecting a provision of the Mex- 
ican constitution not used for fifteen 
years, and acting under its authority 
the government will set aside for six 
months certain personal guarantees. 
Then those detected in the aot of high- 
way robbery, of raiding and any form 
of train wrecking, of cutting telegraph 
or telephone wires or eyen of removing 
a spike from the railroad track ofr 
throwing a stone at a train, will be 
summarily shot by these making the 
arrest. 

Drastic Law im Force Monday. 

Today the WMH providing for this 
drastig measure Was sent to the per- 
manent commission of the federal Gone 
gress. It was signed by Miguel Ma~- 
cedo, sub-secretary of the department 
of interior, and clearly states that ite 
enactment is the wish of the president. 

That the measure did not immediate- 
ly become a law is due only to offi- 
cial form. The permanent commission 
is a body empowered to act during 
that period when oongress is not in 
ses#ion. The members of the scommis- 
sion immediately approved the meas- 
ure but, under the law, it is necessary 
that the bill come up for a second 
reading. I® was referred to a sub- 
committee and this sudS-committee was 
instructed to report # to the commis- 
sion Monday at a special session. That 
it will be favorably acted upon, there 
is no doubt.

martial law. Under the constitution 
the government may go further and 
déclare martial law, but the provi- 
sion invoked does not abrogate the 
powers of the civil authorities, but 
does deny, in cases of certain crimes, 
the right of formal trial to the ac- 
cused. 

Possibly the nearest approach to this 
provision of the Mexican constitution 
found in the constitution of the United 
States is that which permits under 
certain conditions, the withdrawal of 
the habeas corpus. 

The growing prevalence of robbery, 
pillage and the raiding of villages and 
Plantations is discussed, and the as- 
surance given that the president wish- 
es the measure adopted to. provide 
drastic means for dealing with those 
who commit these offenses also. 

Diaz Regrets the Necessity. 

Mr. Macedo indirectly quotes Presi- 
dent Diaz as saying that he regrets 
profoundly the necessity of resorting 
to means so extreme—mMmeasures once 
frequently upheld, but which have not 
been employed for fifteen years; that 
the conditions now are, however, such 
that he considers the safeguarding of 
property of such great importance that 
it justifies recourse to the extreme pro- 
visions of the constitution.

raiding, kidnapping and assault shall be 
punished by death. 

It is provided that in cases where the 
offender is detected and arrested in 
the commission of his act the men 
making the atrest shall ask no other 
proof than the fact of the offense, and 
the fact that he has a personal know!l- 
edge that the man arrested committed 
the act, to shoot him. 

Where Guilt Is Not So Apparent. 

In cases where the evidence of guilt 
is not so apparent the accused shall 
be given eight days for trial. This 
trial will be verbal and conducted by 
the authorities effecting the arrest. 
The first seven days shall be devoted 
to hearing such evidence as may be 
produced, and on the eighth day sen- 
tence shall be passed. If the penalty 
be death—and the authorities are left 
no other choice in most cases—the ex- 
ecution must not be delayed except for 
the purpose of seeking executive par- 
don. This right is granted. 

So broad is that clause covering in- 
terference with the operation of trains 
that it is made to include even the 
throwing of a stone at a passenger 
train. Placing obstacles on the track, 
changing signals, derailing in any

49 Americans Fighting With 
Madero Left on the Field. 
Grandson of Garibaldi 
Among Dead---Lone Survivor 
of Legion Reaches El Paso. 


El Paso, Texas, March 11.—From the 
Only American who escaped unwound- 
ed from’ the fight at Cagas Grandes is 
learned the details of the fight Mon- 
day which resulted in the extermina- 
tion of the American legion of Ma- 
dero’s army. Of the 60 Americans 
leading in the attack 49 were killed or 
wounded. : 

The only survivor, Roy Kelly, of 
Smithport, Penn., former United States 
army scout in the Philippines, with 
his clothing in rags end his body a 
mass of cuts arrived in El Paso this 
afternoon. 

According to Kelly the killed in- 
clude Paul Madero, brother of Francis- 
co I. Madero, R. F. Harrington, cap- 
tain of the American legion, former 
resident of New York city; Guiseppl 
Garibaldi, a grandson of Garibaldi, thé 
Itallan patriot and liberator; John 
Greer, former deputy sheriff at Lin- 
coln; Lieutenant A. Valencia, of El 
Paso; L. Gutetrrez de Lara, a Mexican 
socialist, former judge at Guerrero and 
late of Los Angeles; Captain F. J. 
Casaventa, engineer from Guerrero. 

Young Garibaldi was a well-known 
soldier of fortune. He served as at- 
tache under the British in South Afri- 
ca and held commission as captain in 
the Italian anmmy, and has been colo- 
mel of cavalry in Venezuela, Nicara- 
gua and other South and Central 
American republics.

Bricks Are Hurled at 
Non-Union Drivers. 


New York, March 11.—Disorder ap- 
proaching riots marked the inception 
today of the second express drivers’ 
strike in New York within a year.

Roosevelt Was Extremely En- 
thusiastic---After Five Hours 
in New Orleans the Colonel 
Leaves for Houston. 


New Orleans, March 11.-~~Theodore 
Roosevelt was the guest of the city of 
New Orleans tonight, and the city out- 
did itself to make him welcome. It was 
the colonel’s first visit to New Orleans 
since October 26, 1905. He came then 
as president of the United Stotes, defy- 
ing the protests of the rest of the coun- 
try, for New Orleans was recovering 
from an epidemic of yellow fever. There 
were still eight cases in the city on the 
day of his arrival. It was shut off 
fr‘ m the rest of the world By quaran- 
tine, which was lifted when President 
Rov cevelt disregarded it. 

Tonight Colonel Roosevelt, private 
citizen, arrived, and New Orleans 
strained every nerve to show her gratli- 
tude for the previous visit. Though 
lacking much of the formality, the 
greeting to Citizen Roosevelt was even 
more cordial than that to President 
Roosevelt six years ago. 

“Good Boy, Teddy,” Shouts Crowd. 

The colonel rode into the city from 
Jackson, Miss., on a brilliantly deco- 
rated special train. He was the guest 
of the Progressive Union of New Or- 
leans, which arranged his reception. 
At the depot he was met by an enthu- 
silastic crowd, and as the carriage in 
which he rode with J. W. Porch, pres'i- 
dent of the Progressive Union, passed 
through the decorated streets, cheers 
and cries of “‘Good boy, Teddy!” sa- 
luted him from all sides. 

Colonel Roosevelt spent but five 
hours in the city, leaving at 11 o’clock 
tonight for Houston, Texas. He went 
at once to his hotel on his arrival, 
and then was hurried to the French 
opera house, where his address was 
delivered.

He took a fling at his enemies and 
certain newspapers for their criticism 
of his course as president in the canal 
matter. 

“Various people,” he said, “have been 
trying to find out. something about the 
Panama canal matter that was not 
straight. some of them ask why I 
did not put the matter before con- 
gress. If I had congress would have 
been debating it yet, and the opening 
of the canal would have been delhy- 
ed fifty years. There were several! 
reasons why I-did not care to put 
the matter up to congress. 

“Il infinitely preferred that 
of discussing the canal they would 
discuss me. And that what hap- 
pened. There appeared numerous 
newspaper articles which attempted to 
show that I did not get the canal in 
the right way. But I got {ft al) right.”

Lloyd C. Glisson Intends to 
Try Cross-Continent 
Flight. | 


“Atlanta is going to fiy.” Thus 
Lioyd C. Glisson, inventor and design- 
er of the latest thing in airships, 
heads his announcement in regard to 
his latest creation, the “Atlanta,”’ said 
by the foremost engineers of Atlanta 
and other cities to be the most prac- 
tical ever designed. 

This new airship is to have features 
taken from both the balloon and the 
aeroplane, though most of the lifting? 
pressure will be taken upon the planes, 
which will have a surface of 
square feet. The gas, which wil! serve 
to keep the machine on an equilibrium, 
will volume 88,240 oublo feet, whip 
the parachute surface, which prevents 
the ship from falling to the earth, 
will be 10,296 square feet.

WORLD’S FIRST CONDUCTOR 
COMES WITH METROPOLITAN 


Arturo Toscanini, who comes to At- 
lanta with the Metropolitan Opera 
Company in April to direct the masic 
im ‘“‘La Gloconda”’ and “The Girl of the 
Golden West,” is beyond question the 
greatest conductor in the world. 

He is known “the man who con- 
ducts without a score,” and, remark- 
able as it may seem, he never uses a 
score for any opera, not even for the 
“Ring” of Wagner. This has caused 
Toscanini to be regarded not simply 
as a masterful conductor, but as a ge- 
nius—a man whose memory is not 
equalled in the entire musical world. 

Toscanini came to America as the 
result of the retirement of Heinrich 
Conried from the management of the 
Metropolitan and the engagement of 
Giulio Gatti-Casazza to succed him 
as impressario. The conductor had 
long been associated with Signor Gat- 
ti-Casazza at La Scala, in Milan, and 
the coming 6f one was contingent 
upon the coming of the other. 

Straight as to figure, wiry and with 
a face that shows every emotion of his 
artistic mature when he is conducting 
opera, Toscanini is decidedly modest. 
Yet he is perhaps the most heroic fig- 
ure in grand opera today. His su- 
premacy over other conductors seems 
indisputable. Not only is he the rec- 
master of the Itallan opera, 
but he is also an established authority

The con- 
ductor of the orchestra was a brother 
of Luigi Mancinelli. When the musi- 
clans assembled for rehearsal word 
came that Mancinell!l, the conductor, 
had committed suicide. He had taken 
away his score before ending his life 
and no other score could be obtained. 
As the opera was to be given the night 
following, the whole organization was! 
in despair. 

Then Toscanini stepped forward and 
said he believed he could conduct the 
opera without a_ score. Hei 
laughed at for his assumption of an 
apparent impossibility, but in despair 
the impresario told him to go ahead. 
Toscanini’s performance with the ba- 
ton, but with no score, was not only 
a success, but a triumph. The impre- 
sario, marveling at the man’s ability. 
allowed him to remain as conductor 
until the company returned to Italy. 
Then he again became a ‘cellist, play- 
ing at Genoa, where Luigi Mancinelli 
was the conductor. There, at the dress 
rehearsal of Franchetti’s Ble 

for its initial per mance, 
a quarrel arose between the conductor 
Franchetti concerning the Iinter- 
pretation of the score. Suddenly Man- 
cinelli seized the score and in a rage 
rushed out of the theater with it. 
Again Toscanini offered to save the sit- 
uation and he arose and conducted the 
opera without a score.

Last summer in Berlin, where he was 
the “guest’’ conductor of the Berlin 
Philharmonic Orchestra, his powers 
were given an unusually severe test. 
Urknown to him, the manuscript of 
an entirely new symphony was put be- 
fore him. In this case he would have 
to use the score, it was thought, but 
Toscanini rapidly scanned the book, 
laid it aside, raised his baton and gave 
the movement with perfect 
tation. The Germans, amazed, imme- 
diately called him the “wizard,” a term 
that had been applied to him in Italy. 
By the musicians in the Metropolitan 
orchestra he is regarded as a demi- 
god of music.

An opening epoch was dramatized in Atlanta in the week just 
ended. 

The cities of Charleston and Mofttgomery are identified in 
national history with secession and the birth of a great, if short- 
lived, second republic on American soil. 

The city of Atlanta is henceforth identified with the re-national- 
zation, of the south! 

For, as the southern states, or their representatives, assembled 
in Charleston and Montgomery in those dead days of dread ten- 
sion— 

The representatives of the southern states assembled last week 
+ in Atlanta to celebrate the attaining to manhood of the new south, 
the sectional recognition of the destiny that stretches forward in 
bewildering perspective. 

We speak lightly of the “psychological moment.” 

No moment could have been more portentous than that one on 
last Friday, when the vast Auditorium echoed to the words of the 
patriarchs of the old south, the youth of the new south, and the 
president of the United States. 

And, over all, the wonderful grouping of t*+ colors that blended 
“Old Glory” as the background of the emt ms of the sovereign 
southern states. 

The nation quivers to the coming of a new conception of citi- 
zenship. 

Ancient political alignments are w wavering’; new allegiances are 
in the formation. 

Politics, American destiny at large, are in the melting pot and 
at molten heat. 

And it was at this moment, at this mysterious and baffling crisis 
in American history, that the south met at Atlanta, and at Atlanta 
was greeted by the president and the former president of the nation 
in testimony to & new and historic covenant. 

So much on the sides of politics and history. 

Industrially, the congress was aggressive. 

Probably the leading keynote was the concentrated demand 
that the southern railroads do for the south, in the way of publicity, 
what the western railroads have been doing for the west. 

The Constitution was the first southern newspaper to challenge 
attention to conditions prevailing. 

It showed that the western railroads spent, annually, hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in southern papers to attract southern people 
to western states. 

It showed that southern roads spent virtually nothing in papers 
of western circulation to offset the drain! 

Last week, figures of a concrete nature were given, establishing 
the fact that, on an average, for every eleven dollars per mile 
spent on publicity by southern railroads, western railroads were 
expending more .han one hundred dollars a mile. 

It is in spite of this handicap that the south has gone forward 
steadily, surmounting near-insuperable obstacles, sustaining the loss 
of life-blood through the departure of some of its best people, and 
bidding for outside capital with insufficient emphasis and mediums.

The millions put out by the western papers in this direction 
have been among the foremost factors in the upbuilding of the so- 
called “golden west.” 

If the south, with negligible publicity, has worked the wonders 
of the past two decades— . 

What might it not accomplish with the inestimable stimulus of 
national publicity persistently applied? 

It is well, in this connection, to bear in mind the words of 
John Barrett, director general of the Pan-American Union, in his 


plea to the south to “get ready for the canal.” 

For the processes that prepare the south to reap the harvest 
of the canal will prepare her to reap the harvests offered by the 
trade fields of the United States, of every other portion of the civ- 


ilized world. 

As Mr. Barrett showed, upon the west coast of South America 
the Argentine Republic alone offers a market almost outvieing 
both Japan and China combined. 

It is doubtful if the average southern business man realizes 
the importance to this section of the consummation of the canal 
project. 

The south holds every strategic advantage. 

Nearest located to the isthmus, her ports are amply provided 
for the great increase of shipping which must follow the opening 
of the big waterway. 

But thewonsideration is merely the groundwork. 

The south has a virtual world-monopoly of the cotton which 
plays so conspicuous a role in international commerce, 

The south has the’coal, the water power, the timber, the iron 
and steel—each one of the great ingredients in a world-commanding 
commerce. 

The opening of the Panama canal will unlock the doors to vast 
new fields of trade, inconceivably rich. 

It must lessen freights to the western coast of our own country. 

It will bring the west coast of South America, with its multt- 
plying needs, within a few weeks’ sailing distance. 

It will draw nearer the markets of the Orient. 

But—for this overshadowing opportunity we must make ready! 

We must develop manufactures, we must broaden our indus- 
trial policies, we must see to it that the nation broadens and stead- 
ies its international financial facilities and relations. 

And the time to begin is now! 

The rallying of the states in Atlanta can have no other effect 
than to work wonders toward that end. 

As the south clung fast in the brotherhood of adversity, it is 
giving evidences of clinging closer in the brotherhood of militant 
development. 

The Southern Commercial Congress made history. 

Atlanta was fortunate in being the city in which so significant 
a chapter was staged.

CLEARED ON FARM LAND 


Recent Sale in Lee County a 


Striking Illustration of In- 
crease in Farm Values. 


Albany, Ga., March 11.—(Spectal.)-— 
Nothing could more strikingly !llus- 
trate the rapid increase in land values 
in south Georgia than a transaction 
just consummated for the transfer of 
a tract six and a half miles north of 
Albany, in Lee county, to parties who 
pald what would have been considered 
an impossible sum a few years ago. 

Just three years ago E. B. Martin & 
Sons, of Leesburg, bought from Mc- 
Ewen Johnston, of Macon, the Price 
and Reese plantations in the Palmyra 
district of Lee. The two places adjoin, 
and together form a tract of 4,000 
acres. It is good farming land, neither 
better nor worse than the average in 
that section. The price paid by the 
Martins was $43,000, or at the rate of 
a little more than $10 an acre. 

After holding it three years, the 
Martins have sold out to a party of 
North Carolinians, who had become 
in farm lands in this sec- 
They paid for the 4,000 acres an 
even $80,000, which was at the rate of 
$20 an acre. Those who are familiar 
with conditions influencing real estate 
Values in this section agree that the 
new owners picked up a bargain. 

The North Carolina parties purchas- 
ing the Price-Reese tract have already 
announced that next year they will 
gpubdivide it into small] farms, which 
will be sold to white farmers in the 
Carolinas, who are making thelr plans 
to come to Georgia.

$100 an acre was pald for land adjoin- 
ing a tract which was £old less than 
three years ago for $25 an acre.

Leave Birmingham’s Mayor 
Stronger Than Ever. 


Birmingham, March  11,—(Special.) 
After an extremely breezy controversy 
during which an effort was made to 
besmirch the character of Mayor Cul- 
pepper Exum on flimsy charges, it ap- 


pears at this time as if the fight for, 


the first commissioners of Birmingham 
has been won by the mayor and his 
friends. Beginning with the legislative 
agreement to the appointment of May- 
or Exum, Judge A. O. Lane and Har- 
ry Jones as the first three commission- 
ers of this city, a fight has been waged 
against’ Harry Jones which tended to 
compromise the mayor of Birmingham 
in charges of so fliimsy a kind as to 
call for the most severe disapproval 
of the people of Birmingham against 
the tactics employed.* 

The fight started when Mayor Exum 
called the auditor of the city into his 
office and reprimanded him for deroga- 
tory statements made by the auditor 
in reference to the condition, finan- 
clally, of Birmingham. The speech and 
manner of the mayor angéred the aud- 
itor, and he went to Montgomery and 
tried to keep Mr. Exum and Mr. Jones 
from becoming members of the first 
commission of Birmingham. 

He prepared a statement In which 
he charged that the city had been sys- 
tematically robbed of money through 
the connivance of the city purchasing 
agent, and that he called the attention 
of Mayor Exum to this alleged graft. 
He added that Mayor Exum told the 
auditor that he would best allow the 


executive officlals to handle-the mat- ' 


ter. 
What Was Charged. 

It was charged that in the purchase 
of grain from a Dr. Guerry, of Ar- 
tesia, Miss., the city had paid for 
first-class goods giving full price for it 
and receiving not only an “Inferior 
grade of hay, but also short weights. 
It was charged against Mayor Exum 
and his administration that sixteen 
cars had been over billed to the city 
of Birmingham. In addition the aud- 
itor charged that the minutes of the 
city council had been changed without 
authority in 1908, and that the city 
clerk, city attorney and city treasurer 
had received increased salaries on the 
alleged manipulations of the city min- 
utes. 

The sensational charges of the audit- 
or created a big stir in municipal cir- 
cles, and were intended to prevent 
Governor O'Neal from appointing Jones, 
now president of the city council, as 
a member of the new commission, it 
being claimed that he Was a member 
of the city ring, and that with Exum 
would sway the board in the manage- 
ment of the city affairs. 

The charges were spread throughout 
Alabama by the political enemiés of 
Jones, and while not aimed at him, 
were for the sole purpose, it Is claimed 
of preventing Jones from getting the 
commissioner's berth. 

Exum Replies. 

Mayor Exum replied vigorously to 
the charges of the auditor pointing 
out that under a different adminis- 
tration the change in the minutes oc- 
curred, and that he was not advised 
of the irregularity until the day pre- 
ceding the statement by the auditor 
in the newspapers concerning the al- 
leged graft. Mayor Exum also pointed 
out that he had instructed the city at- 
torney to investigate the changes in 
the city minutes, and if it was illegal 
© proceed against offictals with a view 
of getting the money refunded to the 
city. Iny addition, Mayor Exum de- 
tafled the entire facts surrounding the 
alleged short weight in the grain pur- 
chases. He said that Dr. Guerry and 
W. C. Agee, of the Birmingham Grain 
Exchange, came to him and he prom- 
ised the entire co-operation of the 
city in securing for Dr. Guerry a re- 
fund of money said to have been over- 
paid a grain dealer in handling the 
city account. 

The charge was made that a grain 
dealer, Dean, represefited to the seller 
1, Missis#ippi, that the city would pay 
$9 for the grain while it was 
billed in at $12. The broker settled 
with Dr. Guerry on a $9 basis, it was 
claimed, but collected the full rate of 
$12 from the city. The total shortage 
involved in the alleged false manipu- 
lations was About $40. 

After the conference with the mayor 
the auditor claimed no action was 
taken by Mayor Exum, and hence he 
was censured although an investiga- 
tion was at the time under way. 

The grain charges Were completely 
exploded when Mayor Exum answered 
the charges of false weights by giving 
a table of all the hay or other grain 
received by the city, showing the in- 
volce weight, railroad weight and the 
weight paid for by the city. The may- 
Or showed that the city of Birming- 
ham paid for only that hay which was 
piled into the warehouse, and that it 
Was weighed in the city stables. The 
auditor itn giving out his statements 
to the newspapers failed to give the 
weights upon which payments were 
nade.

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Reinforced Concrete Framework of Macon’s First Sky-Scraper.

—(Special.)—As fast as the workmen 
can attend their duties the ten-story 
office structure of the Georgia Life 
Insurance Company is reaching com- 
Pletion, and within the next two 
months this Macon concern with a 
large army of tenants will be able 
to move in.

Macon, Ga., March 11.—(Special.)—

designed to the women of the south, 
and to be erected here within a short 
time. The shaft will occupy an emi- 
nence in the park fronting the city 
hall, The base and cornerstone are al- 
ready placed, and when the shaft is 
erected it will be a splendid tribute. 

Plans have been made to have this 
monument unveiled on June 3, this 
year—Jefferson Davis’ birthday. An ap- 
propriate ceremony will be planned, 
and a program of rare interest will be 
carried out. 

The monument will cost the veterans 
and 
the Memorial Monument Association 
about $4,000. Abb F. Jones, for a long 
time commander of camp R. A. Smith, 
veterans, here, is president of the 
monument association. Among. the 
prominent members are Judge Emory 
Speer, R. A. Nisbet, C. M.~ Wiley, 
Bridges Smith, W. J. Wyche, M. E.

The shaft will bear the inscription,

OIL CLOTH FOR WHOLE WORLD | 
FROM BARTOW COUNTY OCHRE 


Cartersville, Ga., March 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—It ig #known only to compar- 
atively few people, yet it is a fact, 
that Bartow county, one of the most 
resourceful counties in Georgia, among

prices. 

There is not a factory for the mak- 
ing of linoleum or otherwise using 
ochre in the southern states. 

Bartow county has unlimited water 
power on its many streams, and na- 
ture has done the prospective de- 
veloper an added kindness in placing 
the best and largest of the ochre 
mines along the banks of these 
streams.

Vthe effect of the explosion of 
shells, bebold the careening and 
plunging of fatally hit Dread: 
noughts, discern the hurried 
movements of troops rushing to 
threatened pointg—and, in short.

This raises the ‘interesting 
question whether there is any way 
in which the limitation to the ex- 
tent of telescopic views over the 
the earths surface arising from the curva- 
ture of the globe might be eliminated. Even 
if the earth were flat. the difficulty cauged 
by atmospherfe impurity and unsteadiness 
would remain. Between Pike's Peak and 
Panama the eartb’s surface rises ip a curve 
some 200 miles high in the centre, measured 
from a direct chord drawn through the earth 
between the two places. while the horizon 
line from Pike’s Peak, if extended to Pap- 
ama, would there pass abont 1.900 miles di. 
rectly overhead 

It would not be precticable to raise any 
signa) to euch an elevation @bove the 
Isthmus in order to dDring it into the line of 
view from Pike’s Peak. The only way would 
he to have 4 series of mirrors on intervep- 
ing mountgin tops to throw reflections from 
one to apother until they were brought witb- 
ing the horizontal range of the great tele 
ecope. To thus transmit a picture of an 
actual scene dy successive reflections would 
demand the employment of mirrors of im- 
practicable size, to say nothing of the grad 
ual loss of light; but, ag an imaginative 
proposition. it might be supposed that the 
refiections copsisted simply of a code of 
signals which could be read by the telescope 
from 3 wdigtance of several bundred wiles, 
provided no mountains intervened between 
it and the last poipt of reflection. The dis 
tance at which the flesh signals employed 
by geodetic surveyors could be seen would 
be enormously increased if an instrument of 
the power of the 10-inch telescope could be 
employeg to view them. Some of the re 
corded phenomepa of natura) mirage indi- 
cate that nature sometimes produces reflec 
tiong in the sky which bring into view 
places and ecenes,situgted so far away 3s to 
be far below the plape of the horizon. But 
science bas not yet learned the secret of 
these things 

In order to meke the power of the 10. 
inch teleecope stil! more evident let us sup 
pose it to be planted on the top of the Singer 
Building in New York and directed upon the 
environs of this city. Neglecting the dis- 
turbing effects of the etmmsphere. which 
would render impossible the higheet mag:

Neglect the 
eyrvature of the Atlantic Ocean’s surface 
and the telescope would show the dome of 
St. Paul’s in London as if it were only as 
far away as the tomb of General Grant seen 
with the naked eye from Columbia College.

viewed from the other. The Londoners would 
be seen crowding the Strand, or the square 
ip front of the Bank of England, as near as 
New Yorkers see the people at Weal! street 
ferry from the epire of Trinity Church. 

Of course, in these comparisons, the ob 
scuring effects of the smoky and unsteady 
atmosphere are entirely neglected, out from 
such a elite as the summit of Mt Wilson 
these effects are redyced to a minimum in 
looking at the stars, moon and plenets the 
astronomer has the advantage of turning bis 
telescope away from the worst parts of the 
atmosphere, and en a mountain top he bas 
the further advantage of leaving the densest 
air below him He has no intervening 
curvature to trouble him; everything lies 
straight awey in space, and all he needs is 
# lens, or mirror, of gigantic light-graspipg 
power, and strong magnifying lenses at the 
eye end of his instrument, in order to 
actually apply the tremendoug powers of 
telescopic sight that we have tried to de 
acribe. 

What, then, are the things ebout which Mt 
Carnegie's gigantic oracle is going to givé us 
its wonderful revelations? And how is it 
going, ag be himself has said, “within a few 
years to tell us more about the yniverse than 
Galileo and Copernicus ever dreamed of?”

HE poets from the days of 
Homer down have sung of 
high Olympus, where the 
gods dwelt among the 

clouds and settled the fate of man. 
These lines from the “Odyssey” 

show how Homer conceived of Mount 

Olympus:

shipped a certain mountain as the dwelling place of the 
gods. The true Mount Olympus is Mount Rantidi, in 
Cyprus. It is a beautiful site in an exquisite climate. 

It has been discovered by Dr. Max Ohnefalsch- 
Richter, the famous German archaeologist. Here the 
worship of Jupiter and the other Greek gods arose for 
the first time. Here, perhaps, in some dim period of the 
past, the actual human ancestors of the gods lived. 

Dr. Richter has found, on the Hill of Rantidi many 
crypts and altars inscribed with the names of Greek 
gods, from Zeus (or Jupiter) to Apollo, and has traced 
the existence of this worship as far back as 2000 B. C. 


Here 
also was an altar to Apollo, the god of music. 

An especially interesting temple was found byllt 
around a holy water pool, hollowed out of the rock, the 
water of which was undoubtedly used in the worship of 
the ocean-born Aphrodite.

T the naturalist and the philosopher ants have 
long rivalled men in the development of their 
social customs, the “varieties of their talents 
and the admirable specialization of their industries 
And societies are varied and characteristic. Some live 
by their own labors, while others steal from their neigh 
bors or utilize slaves; some are warlike, some very 
peaceful; some are hunters, some are artisans, some 


merely drudges.

looking for some place to digest what has been 
gathered. But this is not at all the case. The 
sugary harvest has not reached the stomach at 
all; it has been stopped on the way in a very 
elastic sac, and will be afterwards disgorged 
for the larvae, the queens and the workers are 
the nest.

Wheeler, professor of economic entomology at Harvard 
and once developed seems to become fixed. But this 
drawn attention to the parallel. between the social and 


fixity is.not absolute, for under different circumtsances 
psychical ascendancy of ants among the invertebrates 
and of man among the vertebrates. He hazards the dar- 
ing theory that “this convergence has a deeper signifi- 
cance; that it may have been due in fact, since ants and 
mammals seem to make their appearance simultaneously 
in Mesozoic times, to some peculiar transitory condi- 
tions that favored the birth of formes destined to dom- 
inance through extraordinary psychical endowment.” 

In other words, that there was a time when “soul 
etuff’ came somehow into the world and was shared by 
ants and mammals! 

However this may be, it is a fact that ants, like men, 
have become supreme in their world through their 
brains; have domesticated other forms of life, keep 
cattle and slaves, practise chemistry and the useful arts, 
seek solace in intoxicating liquors, even use nicotine, 
which they draw from a certain beetle. 

They quarrel, fight, wage war, have their code of action 
and scale of punishments for various offenses against 
the community. By thelr own secret processes they {fn- 
fluence sex and so, wiser than man, keep out of their 
lives the disturbing influences of love. 

In the discoveries that they consciously and intelli- 
gently farm one sees the workings of highly complex 
mental processes; In the discovery that they cook is a 
recognition of the vaine of the sun, of fire and of organic 
chemistry. It was the discovery of fire that raised man 
into a ruler of the earth. 

The Atta family, found chiefly in America, are the 
farming ants, and the most remarkable. They are dis- 
tinguishable by spines and tubercles on their bodies and 
by their curious habits, which have given them the name 
“parasol ants.” This i. due to their trick of cutting 
large pieces of leaves from the trees and carrying them 
like parasols over their heads to their nests. 

The use of these leaves was long in doubt. It has now 
been found that the leaves are utilized as the bed for 
mushrooms cultivated by these ants. This has been 
absolutely proved by M. Moller, marking a new era in 
the study of animal psychology, and has been confirmed 
by other investigators 

Moller found that the leaves are -eceived In a large 
chamber by some of the larger ants, who chew them 
up by their mandibles, making a kind of paste, which 
others shape and arrange into a layer on which the 
mushrooms grow. his layer occupies the larger part 
of the floor of the room and looks like a sponge on ac- 
count of the irregular surface and the paths across it 

The actual cultivation of the mushrooms devolves 
upon the smallest ants. They are continually trav- 
elling to the surface of the ground, where they cut the 
reproductive filaments of mushrooms, selecting the spe 
cies which they prefer and planting these filaments in 
the beds al! ready for them In the nest. 

In this way they grow mushrooms as they want them, 
and it has been found that their product is very rich 
in albuminoid matter, constituting the food of the ants 
It is only for this purpose that this ant gathers the 
lea ves. lt makes the beds, where the mushrooms are 
grown as skilfully as any human being could. 

Science cannot suggest any better method of growing 
musnrooms, and, in fact, few, if any, mushroom growers, 
are as successful as these ants. No one gets so pure 
and distinctive a species as they do. 

The workers who make the mushroom beds and cul- 
tivate them work in the subterranean chambers where 
pO eye can observe them ,and they become wild with 
anger when uncovered. How, then, were they studied 
while at work? This was accomplished by making arti- 
ficia! nests, covered with glass, through which the work- 
ers could be watched. When the ants were takén away 
it was possible to study the Gevelopment of the musb- 
rooms, S© as to identify the species selected by them. 
It wus found to be a kind hitherto not recognized, called 
Rozites gongylophora. 

Bui there is an additional trick performed by these 


ants. When the females go away to found a new nest 
they take in their mouths a bit of the mushroom bed 
containing some of the spawn. Jakob Huber raised some 
of these females (queens) and photographed their acts, 
which surpass the wildest imagination. The queen dis- 
gorges the fragment of mushroom bed, and it soon be 
comes a garden of mushrooms and in order to fertilize 
this garden she picks up parts of the bed, places them 
in a natural fertilizer and then puts them back in the 
bed. 

All this is intelligent farming. Still another type 
of the ant farmer is seen in the harvester ant. These 
are found especially in the Mediterranean countries. 

Certain of the harvesters not only gather and store in 
granaries the seeds upon which they feed, but actually 
plant and cultivate an annual crop of their food seeds. 
Certuin corps zather the grain or seed from the stalks, 
others play the part of gleaners, picking up the grains 
dropped. Arrived at the nest, the harvesters turn over 
their burdens to others, who store the grain in the sub- 
terranean granaries. 

At certain times work of a different kind takes Diace 
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a direct intellectual process. In fact, all the different 
types of ants show how these habits were gradually 
acquired by intellectua) effort, continuing for genera- 
tions. Some of the ants cultivate only the best mush- 
rooms-—others have not vet reached that stage, and grow 
whatever kind. they hapnen to find. 

It must, however, be stated that in ants, as in bees, it 
is the workers which show the most varied and typical 
aptitude. The males disappear very quickly without

in the nest—the stripping of the hulls from the grain. It 
is held that these stripped grains are treated specially 
to prevent sprouting. 

For yards about the nests of certain harvester ants 
the ground is in perfect cultivation. The plants that 
give the seed are kept hoed and irrigated; each morn- 
ing ant corps go over the ground and destroy any 
weeds which may have cropped up. At the regular 
times the crops are gathered. Some observers are i 
thority for the statement that the harvester ants plant 
the seeds in the Spring and several times during the sea- 
son, keeping up a continuous crop. But if they only 
cultivated the ground it would be remarkable enough. 

But now a still more wonderful atory is told of an ant 
which. is common in Dalmatia, Messor barbarus. Ac- 
cording to Professor Neger, of the well_known forestry 
scho.',near Dresden, this ant not only cuts leaves and 
gathers, but actually makes bread or biscuit. 

The seeds are first sprouted, then carried into the sun 
and dried, then taken back to the underground cham- 
Yers where they are chewcd in‘o a dough. The dough 
is then finally made into tiny cakes, which are baked 
in the sun, then carefully stored for future use. 

From these observations it appears that the art of 
cookery is not wholly confined to the human race. All 
cooking ig done by the sun, whether in the ripening of 
fruit or in the baking of bread in a stove. The heat 
obtained from fuel is simply stored up sunlight set free. 

The Arab and the native Mexican speak of ripe fruit 
as fruit which has been cooked in the sun. The ant 
somehow learned the art of sun cookery, the saliva with 
which it moistens the grain probably taking the place 
of yeast and sweetening through changes set up by its 
influence upon starch. 

In quite another way d> the ants demonstrate their 
devotion to the common good, even at some expense to 
the individual. When the Lasius, the “honey ant,” comes 
down from the trees with its stomach distended with 
honey, it would seem as if it were simply gorged and

taking any part in the work, and as to the queens, they 
do no more than lay the eggs after the nest is ready. 
The workers are sterile, and it is asked how then can 
the males and queens, who do none of the wor. transmit 
these aptitudes gt the next generation. | 
No matter how this happens, no one can doubt that 
ants manifest aptitude hat develops to a remarkable 
degree. As Maeterlinck said of bees, ants cannot live 
alone far from the social centre. What each individual 
does is very little when compared with what all cap 
do and accomplish.

CHAPTER XI. 
HE hero of the Yukon tn the younger days 
before the Carmack strike, Burning Daylight 
now became the hero of the strike. The 
story of his hunch and how he rode it was 
told up and down the land. Certainly he had 
ridden it far and away beyond the boldest, for no five 
of the luckiest held the value in claims that he held. 
And, furthermore, he was still riding the hunch, and 
with no diminution of daring. The wise ones shook 


their heads and prophesied that he would lose every 
ounce he had won. He was speculating, they con- 
tended, as if the whole country was made of gold, 
and no man could win who played a placer strike in 
that fashion. 

On the other hand, his holdings were reckoned as 
worth millions, and there were men so sanguine that 
they held the man a fool who coppered*® any bet Day- 
light laid. Behind his magnificent freehandedness 
and careless disregard for money were hard practical 
judgment, imagination and vision, and the daring of 
the big gambler. He foresaw what with his own 
eyes he had never seen, and he played to win much 
or lose all, 

“There’s too much gold here in Bonanza to be just 
a pocket,” he argued. “It’s sure come from a 
mother lode somewhere, and other creeks will show 
up. You-all keep your eyes on Indian River. The 
creeks that drain that side the Klondike watershed 
are just as likely to have gold as the creeks that 
drain this side.” 

And fie backed this opinion to the extent of grub- 
staking half a dozen parties of prospectors across the 
big divide into the Indian River region. Other men, 
failing themselves to stake on lucky creeks, he put to 
work on his Bonanza claims. And he paid them well— 
sixteen dollars a day for an eight hour shift, and he 
ran three shifts. He had grub to start them on, and 
when, on the last water, the Bella arrived loaded with 
provisions he traded a warehouse site to Jack Kearns 
for a supply of grub that lasted his men through the 
winter of 1896. And that winter, when famine pinched 
and flour sold for two dollars a pound, he kept three 
shifts of men at work on all four of the Bonanza 
Claims. Other mine owners paid fifteen dollars a day 
to their men, but he had been the first to put men,to 
work and from the first he paid them a full ounce|a 
day. One result was that his were picked men and 
they more than earned their higher pay. 

One of his wildest plays took place in the early win- 
ter after the freeze-up. Hundreds of stampeders, after 
staking on other creeks than Bonanza, had gone on 
disgruntled down the river to Forty Mile and Circle 
City. Daylight mortgaged one of his Bonanza dumps 
with the Alaska Commercial Company and tucked a 
letter of credit into his pouch. Then he harnessed 
his dogs and went down on the ice at a pace that only 
he could travel. One Indian down, another Indian 
back, and four teams of dogs was his record. And at 
Forty Mile and Circle City he bought claims by the 
score. Many of these were to prove utterly worthless, 
but some few of them were to show up more astourtd- 
ingly than any on Bonanza. He bought right and left, 
paying as low as fifty dollars and as high as five thou- 
sand. This highest one he bought in the Tivoli saloon. 
It was an upper claim on Eldorado, and when he 
agreed to the price Jacob Wilkins, an old timer just 
returned from a look at the moose pasture, got up and 
left the room, saying:— 

“Daylight, I’ve known you seven year and you've 
always seemed sensible till now. And now you're 
just letting them rob you right and left. That’s what 
it is, robbery. Five thousand for a claim on that 
damned moose pasture is bunco. I just can’t stay in 
the room and see you buncoed that way.” 

“I tell you-all, Wilkins, Carmack’s strike’s so big 
that we-all can’t see it all. It’s a lottery. Every 
claim I buy is a ticket. And theres sure going to be 
some capital prizes.”

Jacob Wilkins, standing in the open door, sniffed 
incredulously. 

“Now supposing, Wilkins,” Daylight went on; “sup- 
posing you-all knew it was going to rain soup. What'd 
you all do? Buy spoons, of course. Well, i’m sure 
buying spoons. She’s going to rain soup up there on 
the Klondike, and them that has forks won’t be 
catching none of it.’ 

But Wilkins here slammed the door behind him, 
and Daylight broke off to finish the purchase o: the 
claim. 

Back in Dawson, though he remained true to his 
word and fever touched hand to pick and shovel, he 
worked as hard as ever in his life. He had a theu- 
sand irons in the fire and they kept him busy. Repre 
sentation work was expensive, and he was compelled 
to travel often over the various creeks in order to 
decide which claims should lapse and which should 
be retained. A quartz miner himself in his early 
youth before coming to Alaska, he dreamed of finding 
the mother lode. A placer camp, he knew, was 
ephemeral, while a quartz camp abided, and he kept 
a score of men in the quest for months. The mother 
lode was never found and years afterward he esti- 
mated that the search for it had cost him fifty thou- 
sand dollars. 

But he was playing big. Heavy as were his ex- 
penses, he won more heavily. He took lays, bought 
half-shares, shared with the men he grubstaked, and 
made personal locations. Day and night his dogs 
were ready, and he owned the fastest teams, so that 
when a stampede to a new discovery was on it was 
Burning Daylight to the fore thruugh the longest, 
coldest nights, until he blazed his stakes next to Uis- 
covery. In one way or another (to say nothing of 
the wany worthless creeks) he came into possession 
of properties on the good creeks, such as Sulphur, 
Dominion, Exceisis, Siwash, Cristo, Alhambra and 
Doolittle.

One thing was known beyond all doubt, 
namely, that the half-share in the first Eldorado claim, 
bought by him for a half-sack of flour, was worth five 
hundred thousand. On the other hand, it was told 
that when Freda, the dancer, arrived from over the 
passes in a Peterborough canoe in the midst of a 
drive of mush-ice on the Yukon, and when she of- 
fered a thousand dollars for ten sacks and could find 
no sellers, he sent the flour to her as a present with- 
out ever seeing her. In the same way ten sacks were 
sent to the lone Catholic priest who was starting the 
first hospital. 

His generosity was lavish. Others called ft insane. 
At a time when, riding his hunch, he was getting 
half a million for half a sack of flour, it was nothing 
less than insanity to give twenty whole sacks to a 
dancing girl and a priest. But it was his way. Money 
was only a marker. It was the game that counted with 
him. The possession of millions made little change 
in him, except that he played the game more 
sionately. Temperate as he had always been, save 
on rare occasions, now that he had the wherewithal 
for unlimited drinks and had daily access to them, 
he drank even less. The most radical change lay in 
that, except when on trail, he no longer did his own 
cooking. A broken-down miner lived in his log 
cabin with him and now cooked for him. But it was 
the same food—bacon, beans, flour, prunes, dried 
fruits and rice. He still dressed as formerly—over- 
alls. German socks, moccasins, flannel shirt, fur cap

and blanket coat. He did not take up with cigars, 
which cost, the cheapest, from half a dollar to a 
dollar each. The same Bull Durham and brown pa- 
per cigarette, hand-rolled, contented him. It was 
true that he kept more dogs and paid enormous 
prices for them. They were not a luxury, but a 
He needed speed in his travel- 
ling and stampeding. And, by the same token, he 
hired a cook. He was too busy to cook for himself, 
that was all. It was poor business, playing for mill 
ions, to spend time building fires and boiling water. 

Dawson grew rapidly that winter in 1896. Money 
poured in on him from the sale of town lots. He 
promptly invested it where it would gather more. 
In fact, he played the dangerous game of pyramid- 
ing, and no more perilous pyramiding than in a2 
placer camp could be imagined. But he played with 
his eyes wide open. 

**You-all just wait till the news of this strike reaches 
the Outside,” he told his old time cronies in the Moose- 
horn saloon. “The news won’t get out till next spring. 
Then there’s going to be three rushes. A summer 
rush of men coming in light, a fall rush of men with 
outfits and a spring rush the next year after that of 
fifty thousand. You-all won’t be able to see the land- 
scape for chechaquos. Well, there’s the summer and 
fall rush of 1897 to commence with, What you-all 
going to do about it?’ 

“What are you going to do about it?’ a friend de 
manded. 

“Nothing,” he answered. “I’ve sure already done 
it. I’ve got a dozen gangs strung out up the Yukon 
getting out logs. You-all’ll see their rafts coming 
down after the river breaks. Cabins! They sure 
be worth what a man can pay for them next 
Lumber! It will sure go to topnotch, I’ve got two 
sawmills freighting in ovemthe passes. They'll come 
down as soon as the lakes open up. And if you-all 
are thinking of needing lumber I'll make you-all con- 
tracts right now—three hundred dollars a thousand, 
undressed.” 

Corner lots In desirable locations sold that winter 
for from ten to thirty thousand dollars. Daylight 
sent word out over the trails and passes for the new- 
comers to bring down log rafts, and, as a result, the 
summer of 1897 saw his sawmills working day and 
night on three shifts, and still he had logs left over 
with which to build cabins. These cabins, land In- 
eluded, sold at from one to several thousand dollars. 
Two story log buildings in the business part of the 
town brought him from forty to fifty thousand dol- 
lars apiece. These fresh accretions of capital were 
immediately invested in other ventures. He turned 
gold over and over until everything that he touched 
seemed to turn to gold. 

But that first wild winter of Carmack’s strike 
taught Daylight many things. Despite the prodl- 
gality of his nature, he had poise. He watched the 
lavish waste of the mushroom millionnaires and 
failed quite to understand it. According to his na- 
ture and outlook it was all very well to toss an ante 
away in a night’s frolic. That was what he had 
done the night of the poker game in Circle City 
when he lost fifty thousand—all that he possessed. 
But he had looked on that fifty thousand as a mere 
ante. When it came to millions it was different. 
Such a fortune was a stake, and was not to be sown 
on barroom floors, literally sown, flung broadcast out 
of the moosehide sacks by drunken millionnaires 
who had lost all sense of proportion. There was 
McMann, who ran up a single barroom bill of thirts- 
eight thousand dellars, and Jimmie the Rough, who 
spent one hundred thousand a month for four months 
in riotous living and then fell down drunk in the

, and who, out of this'sum, because the lady love

' dred and ten dozen eggs on the Dawson market, pay- 


ing twenty-four dollars a dozen for them, and promptly 
fed them to the wolf dogs. 

Champagne sold at from forty to fifty dollars a 
quart and canned oyster stew at fifteen dollars. Day- 
light indulged in no such luxuries. He did not mind 
treating a barroom of men to whiskey at fifty cents a 
drink, but there was somewhere in his own extrava- 
gant nature a sense of fitness and arithmetic that re- 
volted against paying fifteen dollars for the contents 
of an oyster can. On the other hand, he possibly 
spent more money in relieving hard luck cases than 
did the wildest of the new millionnaires on insane 
debauchery. Father Judge, of the hospital, could 
have told of far more important donations than tha 
first ten sacks of flour. And oldtimers who came 
Daylight invariably went away relieved acco to 
their need. But fifty dollars for a quart of 
champagne! That was appalling. 

And yet he still, on occasion, made one of his olé4- 
time hell roaring nights. But he did so for different 
reasons. First, it was expected of him because it had 
been his way in the old days. And, second, he could 
afford it. But he no longer cared quite so much for 
that form of diversion. He had developed, in a new 
way, the taste for power. It had become a lust with 
him. By far the wealthiest miner in Alaska, he 
wanted to be still wealthier. It was a big game he 
was playing in, and he liked it better than any other 
game. In a way the part he played was creative. He 
was doing something. And at no time, striking an- 
other chord of his nature, could he take the joy in a 
million dollar Eldorado dump that was at all equiva- 
lent to the joy he took in watching his two sawmills 
working and the big down river log refts swinging 
in to the bank in the big eddy just above Moosehide 
Mountain. Gold, even on the scales, was, after all, an 
abstraction. It represented things and the power to 
do. But the sawmills were the things themselves, 
concrete and tangible, and they were things that were 
a means to the doing of more things. They were 
dreams come true, hard and indubitable realizations 
of fairy gossamers, 

With the summer rush from the outside came spe- 
cial correspondents for the big newspapers and maga- 
zines, and one and all, using unlimited space, they 
wrote Daylight up, so that, so far as the world was 
concerned, Daylight loomed the largest figure in 
Alaska. Of course, after several months, the worid 
became interested in the Spanish War and forgot all 
about him, but in the Klondike itself Daylight still 
remained the most prominent figure. Passing along 
the streets of Duwson all heads turned to follow him, 
and in the saloons chechaquos watched him awesome. 
ly, scarcely taking their eyes from him as long as he 
remained in their range of vision. Not alone was he 
the richest man in the country, but he was Burning 
Daylight, the pioneer, the man who, almost in the 
mists of antiquity of that young land, had crossed 
the Chilcoot and drifted down the Yukon to meet 
those elder giants, Jack Mayo and Jack McQuestion. 
He was the Burning Daylight of scores of wild adven. 
tures, the man who carried word to the icebound 
whaling fleet across the tundra wilderness to the 
Arctic sea, who raced the mail from Circle to Salt 
Water and back again in sixty days, who saved the 
whole Tanana tribe from perishing in the winter of 
’91—-In short, the man who smote the che haque. 
imaginations more violently than any other dozen 
men rolled into one. 

He had the fatal facility for self-advertisement. 
Things he did, no matter how adventitious or spun- 
taneous, struck the popular imagination as remarix- 
able.

It had a population of a mil- 
lion or more and was famous for its 
jearning, art and beautiful buildings. 
It was far above Smyrna, which was 
founded béfore it, and in which it is 
eaid the poet Homer was born. 

Ephesus dates back to a thousand 
Some say it was 
Started by the Amazons, but we know 
that it was largely built up by the 
Greeks, who came from the Ionic 
islands over the way. It was a great 
city in the days of Croesus, who be- 
siewed the town 540 B. C.; and later 
was 60 famous that Alexander the 
Great wanted to change its name for 
his own. 

The Temple of Diana. 

Among the greatest wonders of 
Ephesus was its temple to Diana, its 
favorite goddess. People from every- 
where came here to worship her and 
her temple was considered one of the 
seven wonders of the world. It covered

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fields. They dig about the trees with 
three tined hoes, and ffll their crops 
with donkeys and bullocks. The plows 
are one-handled and about the same as 
those used in ancient days. We go over 
the plains which must have fed the 
Ephesians, wind our way in and out 
through the hills and finally come to 
a little station where we get horses 
which carry us out over the valley to 
Ephesus. 
Now a Mud Puddle. 

The site of the temple is surrounded 
by hills. It lies in the valley and is not 
far above the level of the Mediter- 
ranean, which we can see shining in the 
sun not more than five miles away. 
History says it was swampy and that 
the great structure was erected upon 
columns. This statement is borne out 
by the present. The excavation made in 
removing the ruins is now filled with 
water. It is a mud puddle or minia- 
ture lake filled with broken pillars and 
capitals lying half in and half out of 
the water. We stand on the banks be- 
side fluted columns of snow-white mar- 
ble, and see broken marble everywhere 
near. That man who plows on the 
southern ridge of the sand turns up 
marble bits at every step of his bul- 
locks, and the girls behind him, who 
are planting, uncover stones from the 
temple at almost every stroke of their 
hoes. 

As we look we see no sign of the ac- 
tivity which prevailed here two thou- 
sand years ago. Birds fly across the 
lake and sing in the trees which bend 
over it. A stork sleepily sits on a mar- 
ble rock in its midst and a frog croaks 
out a welcome. A red cow is grazing 
there on the edge of the water, and at 
my right a hog is rooting the debris. 

A Theater Which Seated 30,000. 

Now let us take horses and ride on 

down the valley to visit the theater. 


‘This has been so uncovered by the Aus- 


trians that we can sit on the marble 
benches and look at the stage which 
ynce held the actors of the chief play- 
house of Asia. Think of a theater 
vhich would seat thirty thousand! We 
1ave nothing like that in the United 
states, and there is none that I know 
f in any part of the world. The wig- 
wams of our national conventions, 
thrown up for the time, have accommo- 
dated that many, but this great open- 
air structure was built largely of mar- 
ble and altogether of stone. The en- 
trance to the stage was by tunnels, and 
the stage was upheld by marble col- 
umns. The seats were built of com- 
mon stone, covered with marble, and 
they ran around the stage, or rather the 
pit, in the shape of a half moon, rising 
high up the hills at the back. I should 
say there were two hundred feet of such 
seats. They were in three stories and 
contained sixty-six rows. 

I measured the outline of the staze. 
It was about 18 feet wide and 6 or 7 
feet high. There are long under- 
ground passages leading to it, ang it 
had eight two-storied rooms which 
were probably used as dressing rooms 
by the actors. I walked through the 
pit, which is now filled with marble 
columns and blocks of marble beauti- 
fully carved, and then climbeq up the 
seats from tier to tier, sitting down 
now and then and trying to imagine 
the audience and the acting as going 
on upon the marbie stage far below. 

An Ancient Ephesus. 

Leaving the theater, having tied my 
horse to a bush, I stroileqg about 
through the wide streets of marble, 
which have been partially uncovered, 
and made photographs of bits of the 
ruins. There is enough marble here 
to build a structure equal to our 
national capitol at Washington, and 
this ie mixed with mosaic and the 
broken statues of the palaces of the 
past. There are pieces of friezes, col- 
umns and capitals lying out in the 
open; there are torsos of statues, the 
heads and feet of which have been 
broken off and carried away; and also 
exquisite carvings which would be 
treasures to any museum. Here lies a 
plece of marble drapery, the remains 
of a goddess; there the broken-up 
limb of an athlete, ang farther on an 
exquisite bit from the front of the 
temple. 

Among the ruins are the remains of 
stores, houses and markets. I climbed 
over marble blocks along the street 
which led to the ship canal, and stood 
among shattered columns in what was 
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‘once the stock 
| market.

| Farming the Ruins, 


Today the peasants are working all 
‘over these ruins. Here they are plant- 

ing grain, and there cleaning the 
fields, a @ang or a dozen girls, work- 
ing under a turbaned man in full, 
baggy trousers. Here women are dig- 
ging, and farther on a man drives a 
camel harnessed to a one-handled 
plow. 
, The only town near Ephesus is 
Ayasalouk, wuich has a few hunded 
Inhabitants. It has, perhaps, a dozen 
small stores, a railroad station and a 
hotel. While at the station I saw a 
white, fat-tailed lamb awaiting ship- 
ment. It was tied to the platform, and 
a card fastened to one horn bore the 
name of the commission merchant in 
_Smyrna to whom it was consigned. 

Running past the hotel are seven 
high columns which once supported the 
aqueduct which supplies Ephesus with 


/ water. Bach o- these hasnow a stork’s 


nest on its top, and the great birds 
may be seen any day standing tnere. 
Each stork supports itself on one leg. 
/I am told that they come here only for

In Smyrna. 

I spent a day in Smyrna before com- 
ing to smphesus, and I shall return 
‘there to go on to Constantinople and 
Greece. Smyrna is the largest city in

It has a foreign trade of 
about $50,000,000 a year, and steamers 
from all parts of the Mediterranean 
come to its docks. 

The city lies at one end of the great 
Gulf of Smyrna, which ts thirty-four 
miles long and surrounded by silver- 
gray mountains, some of which are a 
mile high. Its harbor is excellent. The 
town begins on the shore, with the 
slopes of Pagus in the rear. It is large- 
ly composed of modern buildings, and 
among its people there are more Greeks 
than Turks. They are shrewd traders, 
and just now are alive to the possibili- 
ties of doing business under,the new 
Turkish government, which promises 
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Asia Minor, and it has about the same |

Raw Stik From Syria. 

Syria and Asia Minor are now rais- 
ing a great deal of silk, which is sent 
to France and shipped from there to 
the United States. The American res- 
idents tell me that there is no reason 
that we should not buy this raw silk 
direct, and thus save the Frenchman’s 
profits and the double transportation 
charges. I saw mulberry orchards ev- 
erywhere during my travels in Syria. 
The plains about Beirut are covered 
with them, and they are to be found 
on both sides of the Lebanon moun- 
tain. The trees grow to the height of 


-@ man’s head, and are then cut back. 


Their branches are cut off every year, 
and the green leaves from the new 
sprouts form the food for the millions 
of silk worms. In coming from Damas- 
cus saw women and children picking 
the leaves to feed the worms, carry- 
ing them to sheds erected for the pur- 
#ose. Rearing the silk worms is large- 
ly in the hands of the women. They 
take care of the trees and sel] the 
cocoons, this forming the chief gource 
of their pin mor ay. 


Money in OlMves. 


“He who plants an olive tree lays 
up riches for his children’s children.” 
This saying is @ current belief through- 
out the Levant. The olive crop is the 
money crop of a great part of Pales- 
tine, Syria and Asia Minor. Many of 
the trees are hundreds of years old, 
and some 4 them were planted before 
Colum bus igcovered America. Mr. 
Ravndal tells of an orchard near Trip- 
oli, in Syria, which the papers show 
was established about 600 years ago, 
and he says the trees are still bearing. 
All the way from Jerusalem to the sea 
of Galilee I saw olive trees which 
looked old enough to have been plant- 
ed by Jacob, and 
size which were hollow and had been 
fllled with stones to aid in their sup- 
port. 

Many of the German colonies of the 
Holy Land have set out new orchards, 
and the Americans who live at Haifa. 
have brought 
their trees into bearing fruit every 
year. I am told that the crop is very 
profitable, and that under the new gov- 
reduced taxation many 
more trees will be planted. The fruit 
is raised for the oil, of which a ton of

Another crop of the region about 
Smyrna is the fig, which grows better 
here than in almost any other part of 
the world. In some years over three 
hundred thousand camel loads are 
raised and they are shipped all over 
the world. The trees begin to bear in 
their sixth year, and are at their best 
ten years after planting. The figs ripen 
about the first of August, and when 
fully matured fall to the ground. They 
are dried in the sun, and then packed 
in bags for the market. 

A great many of these figs go to 
America, and you will find them in all 
our grocery stores. Our part of the

crop is carefully racked there heire 
several American firms here who ée 
nothing else. The figs are jiirsi surtcau 
ug .o the thickness of the skin 
and size of the fruit. The poorest are 
thrown away or used for distilling pur- 
poses, and the best are put up for ex- 
port in boxes and jars. The price here 
is from 2 to 8 cents a pound, the very 
finest of the fies bringing the latter. 

A great deal of the packing is done 
in i: ity of Smyrna, the fruit being 
brought in from all parts of the coun- 
try. Some of it comes on the rallways, 
on ears especially built for the *traffis, 
and some is carried on camels. It is 
important that the fruit be not bruised, 
and that carried in the cars Is laid 
upon the shelves which are placed one 
above the other, so that there is no 
danger of the figs being mashed.

Work in Georgia Cities. 

Savannah and Augusta are towns 
that are richer in colonial and revolu- 
tionary history than many places in 
the state. They have already monu- 
ments and tablets commemorating 
past events which are of much interest 
to travelers. Still Savannah has 
taken on fresh activity. On February 
22, of this month the Sons of the 
American Revolution unveiled with 
much display a bronze tablet which 
marks the spot where stood the 
Spring Hill redoubt, and where, on 

ctober 9, 1779, one of the bloodiest 
engagements of the Revolution was 
fought, when repeated assaults were 
made by the allied troops of Georgia, 
South Carolina and France tin an ef- 
fort. to retake Savannah from. the 
British. It was in these battles that 
many of the Americans and allies lost 
their lives, including Sergeant Jasper, 
Count Pulaski and others. 

The tablet stands near the baggage 
room of the Central railway, now in 
on? of the most thickly populated sec- 
_tions of Savannah. At the time of 
the Revolution it was some distance 
from the heart of the city what was 
then known as the Augusta road. 

At the ceremonies the United States 
navy was represented by the presence 
of Admiral Fox, commander of the 
Charleston navy yard. There were two 
companies of heavy artillery from 
Fort Screven and the revenue cutter, 
Yamacraw, was in port; three ad- 
dresses wére made; the speakers be- 
ing Judge Walter G. Charlton, presi- 
dent of the Georgia society, Sons of 
the Revolution, representing that 
body; Governor Joseph M. Brown, of 
the state of Georgia, and Viscount 
Beonist d’Azy, representing the 
French government. 

Every school child knows the story of 
Sergeant Jasper’s bravery at Fort 
Moultrie during the Revolutionary 
war. Fewer perhaps know that his 
brave deed, restoring the flag to the 
ramparts of Fort Moultrie, after the

prime purpose the preservation of in- 
teresting records.

48 NEW MEMBERS WERE

Eiffortse of Congressmen.

The D. A. R. will rejoice to know 
that a bill was passed recently pro- 
viding for the erection of a joint mon- 
ument at the old cemetery at Midway, 
Liberty county, Georgia, in memory of 
the lives and public service of General 
Daniel Stewart and General James | 
Screven, distinguished revolutionary | 
officers; this will be a splendid shaft | 
to cost at least $10,000, one which), 
will do fitting honor to these brave | 
patriots. 

During the war of the revolution, 
Georgia furnished to the continental 
army only two officers who attained 
the rank of brigadier general; they 
were Lachlan McIntosh and Samuel 
Elbert. Samuel Elbert, who was made 
governor of the state in July, 1785, 
lies in an unmarked grave. 

Grave of Samuel Elbert. 

In an article by the late Charles 
Cc. Jones, Jr., of Augusta, on the life 
of Samuel Elbert, which appears in 
the last issue of the “Magazine of 
History,” he has this to say about 
General Elbert’s last resting place: 

“His body was deposited at the fam- 
ily burial place on the Mount (the 
Indian mound) at Rae's Hall.

Mrs. 8S. B. C. Morgan, of Savannah, 
was present and on invitation of the 
president, spoke of the work she is en- 
deavoring to do in securing the ap- 
pointment of women inspectors for 
Georgia prisons. 

This is one of the vital things, and 
in her efforts Mrs. Morgan will have 
the earnest indorsement and co-opera- 
tion of every thinking club woman. 
| We trust to be able to make defi- 
nite and gratifying report of the suc- 
‘cess of this great measure before long. 

Since Tuesday’s meeting, Mrs. Mor- 
gan has had an interview with Gov- 
ernor Brown on this subject, and is 
much encouraged as to the future of 
the plan. 

Woman Physician for State Sanitarium 

An interesting letter was read from 
Hon. Martin V. Calvin on the subject 
of women physicians or assistants at 
the state sanitarium at Milledgeville. 
He outlined the history of some legis- 
lation enacted through his efforts many 
years ago in this direction. 

Through some of those quaint ma- 
neuverings best known to political 
promoters, this legislation was prac- 
tically nullified and we have no wom- 
an assistant on the medical staff at 
Milledgeville. , 

Mr. Calvin wrote: “I studied this 
question and became persuaded that if 
we could install a skilled woman phy- 
siclan at the Georgia sanitarium she 
could and would do more to ascertain 
the cause of mental derangement of 
the poor unfortunates at that institu- 
tion than was possible to any male 
physician. She could ask questions, 
go to the very root of the matter in 
very many cases and the result would 
be that not a few women would every 
six or twelve months be sent to their 
homes clothed in their right minds. I 
gleaned by correspondence that I was 
on the right line; that the active pres- 
ence ofa woman physician onthe staff 
of similar institutions elsewhere had 
resulted in sending home, cured, wom- 
en hitherto adjudged incurable.” 

Dr. Frances Bradley was asked her 
opinion on this subject and spoke most 
'earnestly and convincingly in support 
of the plea Mr. Calvin had made. 

Georgia is going to hear from her 
women along this line. Let us be 
thinking and planning for success. 
Model Kitchen at Macon State Fair. 

A letter from Hon. Daniel G. Hughes, 
of the State Fair Association, asked 
the co-operation of the federation in 
the project of a model kitchen for the 
fair. 

So heartily do all progressive club 
women approve of model kitchens in 
general that enthusfastic indorsement 
was given to the plan. The wish was 
expressed that a goodly delegation of 
legislative lights could be present fo 
witness the workings of the kitchen.

Some careful students claim that

gathered from forty years’ careful 
study of every reliable source from 
which such information can be de- 
rived, as for instance, the narratives 
of the events of 1864 by the principal 
actors—General Sherman, General Joe 
Johnston and General Hood—and also 
from a careful research into the offi- 
cial records of the union and confed- 
erate armies, published by the gov- 
ernment of the United States. 

General Johnston began his cam- 
paign at Dalton, May 5, 1864, with 
about 50,000 effective troops, increased 
by reinforcements at Resaca and other 
points to something over 70,000 men, 
and claims that when he was relieved 
of command, July 17, in the suburbs 
of Atlanta, he turned over to Hood 
50,000 effective troops. He says that 
he lost 10,000 in killed and wounded 
and 4,000 from al) other causes. He 
does not, to my mind, satisfactorily 
account for several thousand other 
troops. 

General Sherman moved against Dal- 
ton with 98,000 effective troops, in- 
creased during the campaigh by re- 
inforcements to 113,000, and admits a 
loss of something over 20,000 men 
north of the Chattahoochee. 

General Hood claims that less than 
50,000 men, exclusive of the Georgia 
state troops, were turned over to him, 
and that of the total] loss up to the 
fall of Atlanta the greater part was 
under the leadership of Johnston,

The total loss of the confederate 
army from Dalton tothe fallof Atlanta 
is reported as 84,979 in killed, wound- 
ed and missing (the great majority 
of the missing being prisoners of war).

Finally, when forced by Sher- 
man’s flank movement, to Jonesbore 
to abandon Atlanta, instead of retreat- 
ing still farther southward, Hood plan- 
ned an aggressive movement upon 
Sherman’s communications, with a 
view of forcing him to let go his oon- 
quests in Georgia. Sherman, who had 
drawn his army from Jonesboro and 
Lovejoy back to Atlanta, left one corps 
to hold that city and with the rest of 
his army moved northward after Hood, 
where movements against his commu- 
nications, Sherman declares, were rap- 
id and skillful. 

Hood was not forced to abandon 
Georgia, but by the advice of Genera) 
Beauregard, marched into Tennessee 
with the hope of crushing that part 
of Sherman’s army that had been sent 
into that state before it could join 
Thomas at Nashville, while Beauregaré 
undertook to delay. Sherman’s merosh 
from Atlanta until Hood could 
plish his part of the plan. 

This much, at least, can be said for 
Hood's aggressiveness. He had kept 
Sherman around Atlenta and in north 
Georgia from July 18 to November 14, 
1864. 

Both Johnston and Hood had abdiy 
conducted their respective campaigns, § 
Johnston upon the pure defensive, 
which had disappointed President Da- 
vis, and Hood upon the aggressiva, 
which hig orders demanded. 

I would eriticise neither unfavore- 
bly, but commend each for his gallent

Declaration of Individualism. 
(From “American Democracy,” by Hon. 

Ben S Dean in March Nationa) 

Monthly.) 

The Declaration of Independence 
which is the kev to our constitutional 
system, is a declaration, not 60 much 
of democracy in government, as of in- 
dividualism: it is an assertion of the 
rights of man just because he is @ man, 
and these rights go to the length of 
establishing governments among men, 
deriving their just powers from the 
consent of the governed.” It is worth 
while, if we would appreciate the 
duties and responsibilities of our citi- 
zenship, that we stop and consider the 
language of this great assertion of 
men’s rights, and that we ask our- 
selves if we are still willing to make 
the pledge of “our lives, our fortunes, 
and our sacred honor,” to the preserva- 
tion of those rights. If we are willing 
to do this; if we still hold these 
truths to be self-evident, that all men 
are created equal, that they are en- 
dowed by their Creator with certain 
unalienable rights, that among these 
are life. liberty and the pursuit of 
happiness,’ then we must admit that 
pure democracy is not divinely ordain- 
ed, and that the majority has not the 
right to rule 

What the majority has a right to do 
is to govern under rules fixed by those 
who are to be governed, and this is the 
true meaning of the declaration that 
governments ‘derive their just powers 
from the consent of the governed.” No 
government has the ‘just power” to 
deny to any individual within its juris-~- 
diction the unalienable rights of “life, 
liberty and the pursuit of happiness,” 
so long as the individual. in the asser- 
tion of these rights, does not interfere 
‘ith the equal rights of any other in- 
dividua! Subject only to this limita-

Washington County Porker 
Weighed 635 Pounds. 
Washington, Ga., March 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—-So tar as local information goes, 
J. B. Standard, a prominent and pro- 
gressive farmer of Wilkes county, re- 
siding ten miles east of Washington 
near Metasville, deserves the palm for 
the largest porker that has been kill- 
ed in Georgia during the current year. 
During the recent cold spell, Mr. 
Standard killed a mammoth Berkshire 
hog which netted 635 pounds. It is 
not known what the gross weight was 
owing to the fact that Mr. Standard’s 
cotton scales on which he attempted 
to weigh the hog did not draw more 
than 600 pounds. In order to approx- 
imate the net weight it was necessary 
for Mr. Standard to cut the carcass in 
several pieces and weigh them sepa- 

rately on his cotton scales. 

One shoulder of this mammoth hog 
weighed 79 pounds. Two ribs and the 
leaf lard obtained from it weighed 
67 pounds, while its backbone alone 
tipped the beam at 47 pounds. 

The porker was a little more than 2 
years old, and was fattened on corn 
produced on Mr. Standard’s farm, at 
the rate of 96 bushels to the acre. 

Figuring the dressed meat at 12% 
cents per pound, which is a very rea- 
sonable figure at the present scale of 
prices, the money value represented by 
Mr. Standard’s single hog was a little 
more than $890.

One of the main reasons why 80 
many people give up poultry-keeping 
in disgust is the death of so many lit- 
Generally the incubator or 
brooder is blamed for this mortality, 
while the real reason is in the person 
who is caring for them; and the worst 
of it is that this death is often the 
greatest where care and attention has 
been given. 

Many times have I taken so many 
aead chicks out of the brooder that I 
have been disgusted and disheartened, 
and premised faithfully that I would 
mever try to raise chicks another sea- 
son—only to forget all about the 
trouble before the next season opened, 
end then again meeting the old ob- 
stacle. That time is passed now, I am 
giad to say, and when we get a brgqod 
of chicks we can feel reasonably sure 
of raising a majority of them to six or 
eight weeks old, or until they roam 
freely for themselves. 

When the chick leaves the shell he 
is abundantly supplied with a concen- 
trated food in the shape of the yolk 
of the egg which he absorbs a few 
Rvurs before kicking off his shell. We 
give plenty of time to digest this 
natural food by not supplying him 
with anything elve for three days. Re- 
member this, please, if you have been 
losing your chicks after they get to be 
4 week or ten days old, especially if 
they have bowel trouble. If you begin 
feeding too soon after hatching, diges- 
tion is interrupted, and this yolk, in- 


stead of being entirely utilized, {s com- 
Pressed and hardened in the chick’s 
intentines, fermenting, and souring on 
the stomach (so-called) to such a de- 
gree that the chick is literally poison- 
ed. With the three days to digest this 


yolk in, it is consumed entirely, and 
she whole system life in the finest con- 
dition to make use of the food you! 
then provide. On the evening of the 
third day give a little of the old 
standby—egg and breadcrumb, begin- 
aing the morning of the fourth day] 
with the balance of this. Keep on hand 
rolled oats, or one of the dry chick 
“eeds which consists of a mixture of 
Snely cracked grains, seeds and char- 
coal and grit. At the second meal of 
the fourth day scatter a little of one 
of these on the brooder floor, which 
nas been lightly covered with chaff or 
similar litter, and leave the chicks to 
amuse themselves by picking up a 
grain now and then. In an hour or two 
they have nearly ali learned what it Is, 
and are beginning to hunt in their 
baby way for such grains as take their 
fancy. 

We use only these two items of feed 
for about a week, gradually intro- 
@ucing finely-cracked wheat and corn, 


meala alike. By the time the chicks are 
a week old they can scratch and make 
the litter in little showers, and, as we 
never feed more than four times a day, 
they are eager and hungry when the 
time comes for a meal. In the mean- 
time they are hunting in every corner 
for every lost grain from the previous 
They are too busy to think 
about getting sick, and their bowels 
not being overcharged there is nothing 
to essentiate and cause fever, which 
naturally brings on diarrhoea: 

Carry them along on these lines, and 
gradually introduce green food, of any 
sort obtainable. if very early in the 
season, and green stuff not-come-atble, 
a little spring onion tops cut fine. On 
fine days let them out in the brooder 
yard, limiting them to a few minutes | 


to an hour or so, until ten days old, 
let them run in and out as they please. 
Water is kept by them at all times/ 
after the first day of feeding, in an in- 
verted tomato can placed in a saucer 
so that they can only dip bill in. 

This plan has been followed on my 
place for years, ten at least, and I don't 
think we have lost a dozen chicks from 
bowel trouble in that time 

This dry-feeding and exercising plan 
saves hours of trouble as well as the 
chicks’ lives; why. even the brooders 
because

ing. Bathe the eyes with a solution 
of two parts of water and one part 
hydrogen dioxide, and apply to face 
and eyelids vaseline and lard mixed, 
equal parts. Keep the chicks off the 
damp, cold ground as much as possible, 
and feed on stimulating food. Also 
Observe rules for first feeding, as laid 
down in the article at the head of this 
column. If neglected the disease 
among your chicks will soon develop 
into roup. 

I, J. Livingston, Eastman, Ga., R. 4. 
[ have about 200 chickens and nearly 
half the eggs I get have such a bad 
odor and taste, so bad that you can’t 
eat them. I first discovered it last 
spring and since then I have killed 
quite a number of chickens to eat— 
all of them fat and healthy looking— 
and you couldn’t detect anything the 
matter with them until they were 
cooked. I like chicken as good as 
anybody, but I couldn't go _ these. 
Please write me if there is anything 
I can do that will make these chickens 
all right. Thanking you in advance 
for your kindness in writing me, I 
remain. 

Answer—I suppose you keep an as- 
sortment of clothespins at your house 
to put on your nose when you eat 
chicken or eggs. 

Your case is somewhat of a puzzler, 
though feel sure the cause of the 
trouble is due to some of the feed 
partaken of by the fowls, not necessa- 
rily fed to them, but it may be from 
what they pick up. Tests have been 
made by feeding fowls onions and 
other strong-smelling articles, and in 
every case, after a certain length of 
time of the feeding, the eggs and 
flesh were impregnated with the odor 
of substance fed. Give the premises a 
thorough looking over and see if you 
can detect anything that would cause 
the foul odor. Look close to the house 
and garden. 
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Murray Digby—I am just a little boy, 
beginning with the poultry business. 
Haven't anything except scrubs. Now, 
I want a good breed and want your ad- 
vice as to what to get. And, Uncle Joe, 
will you please tell us in the next Con- 
stitution about the Dwarf Essex rape— 
where we can get the seed and how to 
cultivate {t and how to feed it. Am 
just a little boy, though sure enjoy the 
chicken department. 

Answer—My advice would be for you 
to start with a combination or dual 
purpose fowl, one that will both lay 
and set, like the Barred, White or Buff 
Rocks, White, Silver or Golden Wyan- 
dottes; Reds, single or rose-comb. Then 
after you become familiar with this 
breed take up one of the non-setting 
varieties. 

Dwarf Essex rape is worth from 8 to 
10 cents per pound at the seed stores. 
It looks very much like collard or cab- 
You can sow it broadcast 
or in rows. Il prefer the former. The 
chickens can be turned out to graze, 
or it can be gathered like turnip greens 
and fed in a yard or pen. It’s the best 
all-round chicken green I know of, and 
it also makes a fine dish for the table. 


W. T. Jones, Emily, Ga.—lI have tried 
almost every kind of scrub breeds and 
a few of the standard, such as the fa- 
mous Reds and the Black and Red 
Games. Now, I have the Brown Leg- 
horns. Still they are not pure, but get 
more eges from twenty-five hens than 
I ever got from forty of the other 
breeds. | would like the Reds if I 
did not have to scratch for them and 
then pick up the feed for them. I will 
keep my Leghorns until I can get them 
pure. [ am going to order some eggs 
from some breeder who has them pure. 
They are the thriftiest chickens I ever 
saw. 

Answer—If you keep your Leghorns 
until you can find some other breed 
for eggs you will have them when you 
are reckoned the oldest inhabitant of 
your community.

REV. DR. CHARLES LITTLE [ 
SUMMONED BY DEATH 


Chicago, March  11.—(Special.)—Dr. 
Charlies Joseph Little, president of the 
Garrett Biblical institute since 1895, 
and noted throughout the country as 
one of the strongest leaders in the 
Methodist church, died early today at 
his home in Evanston, following a sud- 
den attack of heart disease, whicn he 
suffered five hours and over. 

Rev. Mr. Little was born in Philadel- 
Phia September 21, 1840. He grada- 
ated from the University of Pennsy}- 
vania in 1861. He was given the de- 
gree of master of arts in 1863. 

In 1900 Dr. Little had the honor of 
being selected as Fernley lecturer be- 
fore the Wesleyan Methodist confe.- 
ence of England, the only American to 
have received this distinction. Ever 
gince his connection with Garrett in- 
etitute he has been a member of the 
Rock River Conference.

The prisoners are charged with the, 
esesassination of fellow members in the' 
Camorra, Gennaro Cuocecola and his | 
wife, Maria Cutinelli Cuoceolo, popu- | 
larly known as the “beautiful Sorren- 
tina.” Behind this charge are allega- 
tions of numberless murders and rob-| 
beries perpetrated by what is perhaps | 
the best organized ang most desperate 
criminal geociety of modern times. 

To Rid Country of Gang. 

The real purpose of the government 
is to rid the country of this gang. It 
is believed that evidence will be 
brought out that will throw light 
upon the assassination of the Ameri- 
can detective, Lieutenant Joseph Petro- 
gino, at Palemmo, in March, 1909, after 
he had been sent to Italy by the New| 
York police department to secure in- 
formation regarding Italian criminals. 

It was Petrosino who arrested Enri- 
co Elfano, better known as Erricone, 
the alleged actual headg of the Camor- 
ra, after the latter had fled to New 
York city. 

The American officer sent Erricone 
back to Europe and he was taken into 
custody at Havre. Petrosino’s death 
is believed to have been the price paid 
for running down the man who for 
years had defied the authorities of 
his own country. 

The murders of the Cuwoccolos, fol- 
lowed by revelations made by one of 
the Camorraists, Gennaro AbDbate- 
maggio, resulted in the present prose- 
cution, which was ordered hy King 
Victor Emmanuel and pressed by Sig- 
nor Fani, the minister of justice. 

Great Orowd Gathers. 

At daylight an enormous crowd 
gathered in the vicinity of the former 
ghurch of San Francisco, which has 
been transformed into a court of the 
assizes. 

Other crowds surrounded the me- 
dieval monastery of Gradi, now a peni- 
tentiary, where al] but two of the 
prisoners have been confined, and the 
prison of San Lupara, in which the in- 
former, Abbatemageto, and the wom- 
an prisoner, Mara Stendarro, have 
been held. 

There was much excitement when 
the vams transporting the accused ap- 
peared frogn under the arched doors 
of the prison. The procession proceed- 
@d to court amidst angry murmurs of 
the people. Precautions were taken 
against an attempt to free the pris- 
oners, who had many silent sympa- 
thizers in the throng. With the 
driver of each van were seated a po- 
licaman and a carabineer. 

Another soldier sat just inside the 
door. Mounted carabineers surround- 
ed each van. 

When the doors of the court were 
opened, as many of the crowd as could 
rushed in, occupying every available 
place

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In the Form of a Cross. 

The gloam of the old walls within 
had been relieved Dy a coat of white- 
wash. The interior of the building, 
constructed in the form of a cross, 
lent itself nicely to its new purpose. 
At the head of the cross in the place 
once occupied by the choir are the 
benches for the three judges, the 
crown prosecutor and the clerk of the 
court. The left arm of the cross holds 
the seats for the jury. 

The right arm contains the big iron 
cage occupleq by thirty-six of the 
accused and a smaller cage, in which 
the informer tis _ tisolated from his 
former associates. Today Abbatemag- ’ 
gio appeared to be proud of the dis-/ 
tinction of occupying a cage exclusive-- 
ly and did not seem to be disconcert- 
ed by the savage glances directed at 
him from the larger cage. 

Between the two arms of the cross 
are the benches for the lawyers and 
in the nave are seats for the wit- 
nesses. At the opposite end of the 
church, near the entrance, is a place 
reserved for the public, accommodating 
a few hundred persons. 

Cage Over Tomb of Painter. 

The prisoners’ cages stand directly 
over the tomb of the famous painter, 
Lorenzo DaViterbo,. whose celebrated 
picture, “The Marriage of the Virgin.” 
was one of those which made beauti- 
ful the edifices. 

A large awning spread at the base 
of the dome hides the inscription 
which must be seen in every judicial 
court of Italy, “Law equal for al!.”’ 
and the spectators were quick to 
point out that this accidental conceal- 
ment was a bad omen for justice. 

The attention of the “onlookers” 
was absorbed by the appearance and 
behavior of the prisoners. All appear- 
ed to be in good health with the ex- 
ception of the priest. Ciro Vitozz!i. who 
seemed to be 11], ang Maria Stendardo, 
who limpeqd as she entered the place. 

Erricone maintained his usual calm 
dameanor. He is short and slender. 
insignificant and rather vulgar look- 
ing. A long. ugly scar extends from 
the ear to the mouth His compan- 
fons give the impression of having 
been gathered together as an exhibi- 
tion of all types of degeneracy.

UN WM. H TAFT 


Washington, March 11.—(Special.)— 
That there will be a third ticket placed 
in the field by factions of the two 
dominant partieg during the next pres- 
idential contest now seems to be at 
least a condition to face in the nam- 
ing of candidates and adoption of the 
Platforms in the national convention. 

Indications are plentiful that many 
progressive republicans are growing 
more disinclined to fal] into line be- 
hind President Taft who ig practically 
certain to be renominated by the or- 
ganization of the republican party. 
Their opposition will first be mani- 
ested in the national! convention, where 
his renomination will be contested. 

At no time since the passage of the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff law has the course 
of President Taft and hig adminis- 
tration satisfied the progressive wing | 
of the republican party, especially as 
that faction is represented in congress. 
When the sixty-first congress was on 
the point of assembling for its session 
the administration sought in a tact- 
ful Way to secure the support of the 
progressives. 

No Affection From Progressives. 

The progressives did, however, re- 
frain from undue criticism of the ad- 
ministration throughout the session. 
It will be remembered that La Fol- 
lette, Cummins and the other progres- 
Sives in the senate, and Norris and 
the Wisconsin men in the house, made 
no serious attacks on the administra- 
tion at the session. 

Senator La Follette was silent dur-] 
ing the session, until he made his brief | 
talk on the Lorimer case, so that his 
reticence was the cause of comment | 
and induced speculation as to whether ; 
he was not saving his ammunition for 
a presidential campaign. Try as it' 
might, the administration did not seem | 


‘able to warm the progressives into a! 


The administration : 
opposed Lorimer, but the republican 
organization in the senate was for 
him, and the progressives made no dis- 
tinction between Root and Lodge, who 
fought Lorimer and the republican ma- 
jority that seated him. 

Progressives Balk at Reciprocity. 

The Canadian reciprocity bill did not 
appeal to the progressives. lt was 
construed by the agricultural inter- 
ests as being aimed at them. 

Anyhow, this attempt at tariff re- 
duction did not strike at the heart of 
the evil as viewed by the progressives. 
What they had fought for was reduc- 
tion in the tariff on clothing, on man- 
ufactures, on steel] and iron and build- 


glow of affection. 


@ variety of things. 

Their idea was that as the president, 
in signing the Payne-Aldrich law had 
confessed that the woolen schedule was 
not to his liking, he should have 
sought its révision at the short ses- 
sion. The briefness of the session was 
not necessarily a bar, especially since 
it has fallen out that the country is 
to have the new congress at work 
but still not to 
deal with anything but Canadian reci- 
procity, according to the call. 
Administration Didn’t Draw Insurgents 

Then came the debate over the elec- 
tion of senators by a popular vote. 
Certainly the supporters of the ad- 
ministration were opposed to that 
measure, which is of supreme impor- 
tance in the progressive calendar. The 
old element in the republican party 
that is to support Taft for re-nomina- 
tion fought the proposition and en- 
compassed its effectual defeat though 
amendment. 

The initiative, referendum and recall 
principle, as embodied in the Arizona 
constitution, was opposed by the ad- 
ministration, the increase of magazine 
postage urged by the administration 
was regarded by the progressives as 
a blow at the magazines, which are 
waging their fight, and they resented 
it. Only in one instance did the pro- 
gressives and the administration seem 
to pull together, and that was in ad- 
vocacy of the agreement to create a 
tariff board for the scientific revision 
of the tariff. On the whole, the ses- 
sion’s work did not serve to draw the 
progressives any closer to the admin- 
istration. 

To Send Anti-Taft Delegates. 

In the opinion of some of the politi- 
cians, the first outcropping of } a 
gressive moment will be the sendin 
of anti-Taft delegates to the nation 
convention in the middle states. Some 
of them will favor Cummins, of Iowa, 
others La Follette, of Wisconsin, while 
Beveridge will continue to hold a 
strong following. 

Roosevelt may be used to rally the 
progressives in some gections,. without 
the purpose, however, of making him 
a candidate, and just to hold the votes. 

Cummins and La Follette may then 
have a tryout of their strength in the 
convention. Some progressives think 
Cummins would be more popular with 
the delegates than LaFollette in a 
republican convention, although they 
admit that La Follette is better known 
to the rank and file of the progressives 
of the country. 

Third Party Ticket Not Unlikely. 

In the event the democrats should 
nominate a candidate representing the 
reactionary element of the party they 
would alienate the support that might 
come to fhem from the progressive 
wing of the republican party and cause 
a deflection of many progressive dem- 
ocrats who would unite with the insur- 
gent republicans on a third i ticket. 
This would in all probability be the 
case should the democrats name a 
candidate from tre wing of the party 
which it is claimed is represented by 
Governor Harmon. . 

Most politicians agree that if a third 
ticket is necessary it would have bet- 
ter chance for victory under the aus- 
pices of the progressive republicans 
than the democrats, and that admission 
ig regarded as one of the supports of

AFTER CEN. DIZ 
WHAT FOR MEXICO? 


Maroh 11.—After Diaz, 


New York, 
what? 

Senor Jose Yves Limantour, the 
Mexican minister of finance, sat in his 
spaciOusg apertment overlooking Cen- 
tral park tonight and addresseq him- 
self to the question with an indigna- 
tion foreign to his usual poise and 
courtly temperance of diction. 

He had just been shown the report 
printed in some evening newspaper 
that American financial interests with 


dominant holdings in Mexico have on 
foot a Plan to procure the resigna- 
tion of President Diaz and to set up 
Senor Limantour himself in the execu- 
tive chair. The suggestion that pri- 
vate capital, and foreign capital at 
that, could make and unmake Mexican 
administrationg and ministries pro- 
voked both his ridicule ang his anger. 
“How Stupid,” He Says. 


“How stupid,’ was the first word. “I 
should be the ast person to be 
suspected of lending’ myself to such a 
Gesign,”” he added. “Even if by a 
stretch of imagination one could sup- 
pose it true. It is no secret that 
President Diaz has several times asked 
me to accept the presidency at the 
expiration of his term. I have always 
refused, because the duties which I 
now fulfill are those most congenial 


most service to my country by 
continuing with them. There is no 
truth in the report. 

“If it igs true that the insurrection- 
ists, or certain of their leaders, hold 
me in some esteem, that is because I 
have acted as adviser for the grand- 


prominent im the present uprising. 
They have grown to be a wealthy 
family, and their wealth would seam 
to indicate that they have prospered 
under the @overnment which they now 
attack.” 

Net Martial Law. 

The Mexican minister was asked to 
explain a dispatch from Mexico City 
received this afternoon that the gov- 
ernment proposed to suspend the con- 
Stitutional guarantees throughout the 
republic, with the explanation that 
“this means a mild form of martial 
law.” 

“Not at all,” he said. ‘‘Wihat it means 
is not martial law, even in a mild 
form, but an abbreviation of civil 
procedure. Prisoners will still be 
trieg before a civil judge, but the 
court procedure will be curtailed, 

“To return to President Diaz for a 
moment, 1 wish to make myself plain. 
Much has been printed of the effect 
that his death would have on Mexico. 
President Diaz is truly a great man 
and his death would be an inestimable 
loss to Mexico, but even national 
bereavement does not mean that civil 
Hovernment would disappear from the 
face of the land. It has been said, I 
think, that the government has under 
advisement a program of reform, quite 
independent of the present unrest. in 
any event, it is certain that such a 
pro is under consideration and 
that its development onliy awaits the 
laying down of arms by the rebels. 


As to Intervention. 


“Now, as to this matter of interven- 
tion, the word has been much used 
and loosely used, although I recognize 
thet it has not been employed by your 
government 

“I wonder do the newspapers that 
print it and the persons who speak it 
so freely realize what it means? I 
have said today that I am ‘a great 
believer in the keen sense of justice of 
the American people.’ I wish to re- 
affirm that most emphatically and wish 
most seriously to call to attention what 
intervention, so-called, in this case 
must mean. 

“When an armed force crosses the 
border of a neighboring power without 
either invitation or permission, what 
does this mean? It means invasion. 
occupation. And what does invasion 
and occupation mean but war?

GRAY URGES IMPORTANCE 


One of the gnost interesting ad- 
dresses of the Southern Commercial 
Congress was that delivered by Joseph 
F. Gray, of Savannah, a member of 
the railroad commission, at the meet- 
ing of the committee on commerce 
which was held in the hall of the 
Boys’ High school Friday afternoon. 

Mr. Gray’s subject was-.‘‘South At- 
lantic Ports, Their Conditidns and 
Prospects,” and was handled with the 
thoroughness and clearness which Mr. 
Gray has acquired from a close study 
of the situation and from a long resi- 
dence In one of the most important 
ports on the south Atlantic coast. 

Suggests a Convention. 

Mr. Gray stressed the necessity of 
building up trade with Latin America 
and suggested that a convention be 
held in Savannah at an early date, 
consisting of merchants and manu- 
facturers of this territory ang of the 
representatives of the commercial] in- 
terests of Wilmington, Charleston, Sa- 
vannah, Brunswick, Fernandina and 
Jacksonville, and of traffic officials 
of the interested railways and steam- 
ship lines, with the object not only of 
votaining thorough suggestions and 
a personal exchange of views, a full 
and clear understanding of the entire 
situation, but also to familarize them- 
selves with the trade opportunities 
offered by Latin America. 

“The prosperity of the south Atlan- 
tic ports is linked iIndissolubly with 
the prosperity of the states tributary 
thereto,’ said he, “the demonstration 
of which is found in the fact that the 
south Atlantic ports have kept fully 
abreast with the wonderful progress 
of the south during the past thirty 
years in manufacturing, mining, fanm- 
ing, transportation, trade and com- 
merce.

FOR COTTON SEED OIL 


But Limited Amount of Spot 
Oil— Review of 
Week. 


New York, March 11.—(Special.)— 
Conditions governing the local cotton 
oll market thave not changed ma- 
teriallly during the past week, and the 
irregular movement of prices was 
largely the result of professional 
trading. There seemed to’ be a lack 
of aggressiveness on the part of bear- 
igh Operators, however, and late in 
the week the shorts were inclined to 
oover, thereby causing a slight rally 
in values. Consumers have not taken 
hold in a way that is usually expect-d 
at this time of the year ang prominent 
distributers are somewhat disappoint- 

over the additional inquiry for 
Manufacturing purposes. Receipts 
have continued along moderate lines 
and local holdings: of reali ofl are ex- 
céeedingly low. Refiners are accepting 
future oi] on current contracts and 
this fact in Itself is a fair demonstra- 
tion of the limited extent of oll on 
spot. 

the oj] that has been tendered 
Against March contracts (about 7,090 
barrels to date) has been needed for 
manufacturing requirements and none 
has reached the open market. The 
March delivery has remained very 
Sensitive and it is generally ‘believed 
fhat quite a short interest is still out- 
Btandng. Unless considerable’ off ar- 
Tives later in the month the shorts 
are likely to experience considerable 
difficulty in evening-up their ac- 
counts. The option is attracting atten- 
tion from all branches of the trade, 
but there are few who care to operate 
in the position, owing to the uncertain 
conditions now prevailing. 

Most of the week's activity was cen- 
fered in the May and July shipments. 
More than half of the week's transac- 
tions were confined to the July de- 
livery. ®There was an attempt made to 
Shake out the investment holdings of 
July and every tactic known to the 
Pprofessiona! trader has been worked to 
bring this option to a low level. The 
constant hammering during the past 
fortnight has had its effect and many 
investors lost comfidence and threw 
their holdings on the market. Those 
who have heen advocating the pur- 
ehase of July for speculative nonelbili- 
ties are disappointeq over its late 
movement and admit that it is diffi- 
cult to create any bullish enthusiasm 
in the future market at the moment. 


The downward tendency of the pure 
jJard market, combimed with lower ta!- 
low sold locally at 6%c, a new low 
than any other outside influerice. to 
restrict purchases of cotton’ seed oi).

Ani- 
mal greases are obtainable from 4%c 
up, according to grade, while most 
vegetable a are declining, in sym- 
pathy with primary markets abroad. 

The export inquiry hes continued 
fairly active, although most of the or- 
ders entered have been placed at prices 
under current quotations. The de- 
mang emanates from well-distributed 
sources, and it is believed that con- 
siderable oi] will be taken for export 
consumption later in the season. Ship- 
ments from this port for: the week 
amounted to 13,920 barrels. Among 
the week’s !mportations were 1,609 
barrels of English cotton seed oil from 
Hull and Bristol Government statis- 
tics place the total export movement 
of cotton seed od] for the month of 
January at 25,068,812 pounds, valued

“Double Cross’’ Works.

Considered specifically, almost the 
only new things developed in the of- 
fense in thig last decade are the de- 
layed steal and the squeeze lay.

Probably plenty of 
old-timers can be found to prove fhe 
delayed steal was worked before the 
civil war and the indoor baseball play- 
ers can truthfully say they have to 
make the delayed steal or none. In- 
side baseball has progressed more 
markedly in the defensive end of the 
game, as shrewd players schemed and 
plotted to meet various forms of attack 
Several kinds of sacrifice killers have 
been worked out with more or less 
success, and the system of breaking 
up the hit and run play has been 
diversified and improved greatly. 

Great Defense of Cubs. 

No team perhaps has perfected its 
defense to a higher point than the Cubs 
in the matter of working in unison 
with the pitcher on every ball deliv- 
ered, but this sort of team play was 
known and utilized in some measure 
more than a dozen years ago. In 
breaking up the hit and run, for in- 
stance, it is extremely difficult for the 
bateman to guess whether Evers or 
Tinker will cover second base when the 
runner starts from first. Thereby the 
batsman has less chance to hit the 
ball through the position left vacant. 
The catcher’s signal to the pitcher. in- 
dicating what kind of a ball he wants 
pitched, determines who will cover sec- 
ond on that ball, hence the pitcher and 
eateher, and the rest of the infield, if 
they care to, know who is due to take 
a throw to second if one is made. On 
the next ball pitched it may be the 
same man or the other, depending on 
what the catcher calls for from the 
pitcher. In former days pitchers 
worked with their infields in this way.

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Where one team or one set of players 
on a team played the inside game ten 
years ago scores and hundreds of them 
use it today. Where a few men were 
experts in working plays which have 
become familiar to every one there are 
thousands of players trying them now.

| The 500-Mile International Sweepstakes Event for Purse 
of $25,000 in Gold Has 30 Entries—Strang, Burman, 
Aitkin, Chevrolet, Dawson, Bruce-Brown, Disbrow 
and Others Will Drive at Indianapolis. 


Indianapolis, Ind., March 11.—(Spe- 
clal.)—For the first time in the history 
of automobile racing every great 
driver of America and a majority of 
the famous European pilots will start 
in one speedw: y event when Starter 
Fred J. Wagner gives the word to the 
largest field of racing automobiles 
ever brought together, in the 500-mile 
international sweepstakes race over 
the Indianapolis motor speedway, next 
Memorial day, for a purse of $26,000 
in gold. With the event still more 
than two months and a half away 
there have been 30 big’ racing cars en- 
tered under the early closing condi- 
tions. The early closing date was 
March 1, and entries will be received 
until the late closing date, May 1. Ag- 
surances of future entries imdicate 
that fully 50 cars will compose the 
total list. 

All of the great winners of 1910 
who are still actively engaged in au- 
tomobile racing are entered, includ- 
ing David Bruce-Brown, millionaire 
New Yorker, who won the 415-mile 
international road race for the Auto- 
mobile Club of America’s grand prize 
gold cup at Savannah, November 12; 
Harry Grant, twice winner of the 
Vaanderbilt Sup race over the Long 
Island course; Joe Dawson, winner of

The 600-mile race is not a stock for 
event, being run under class “E” of the 
American Automobile Assoctation con- 
test rules and, as a result of this, the 
majority of the cars entered will be 
special racing cars, which will be cap- 
able of doing 100 miles an hour or bet- 
ter. One of the requirements of the 
race is that every car must do 75 miles 
an hour. If any entry fails in this, it 
is not eligible. After considering the 
importance of this long race, which is 
over the greatest distance ever planned 
for any automobile event and for the 
largest purse ever offered, the Ameri- 
can Automobile Association has de- 
cided to start the 1911 grand circuit 
from the Speedway on its 7,000-mile 
tour about the United States. All of 
the cars which are to be included in 
the special train, which will be con- 
ducted by the grand circuit, will be 
sent to Indianapolis to start after the 
Memorial day race, and thousands of 
enthusiasts who are interested in the 
formation of the cirouit are expected 
here to give it a send-off. 

More reservations have been made 
for seats and parking spaces at the 
brick track than have ever been made 
before up to within ten days of a race 
meeting. Letters have been pouring 
in from all parts of the country ask- 
ing that seats in quantities from one 
to one hundred be reserved for indi- 
viduals and automobile clubs who are 
planning to tour to the Indiana capital 
for the speed event. From present in- 
dications the Speedway management 
believes that more than 150,000 specta- 
tors will be on the grounds during the 
seven-hour grind. Many of.the en- 
trants have sent advice that they will 
be at the Speedway as early as May 1 
to start practice for the event, and for 
thirty days prior to Memorial day it is 
expected that the roar of the big rac- 
ing motors around the brick track will 
be incessant. In addition to the $25.- 
000 purse which is offered by the Speed- 
way, Various automobile accessory and 
supply makers will make side offers 
which will bring the purse up to a 
total of about $40,000, so that the win- 
ner of the great event probably will be 
the richer by about $17,000 or $18,000 
The race will start at 10 o’clock in the 
morning and probably will occupy 
about seven hours’ time.
